Washington, Mar. 21 — OJIR) — ^The United SUtea 
la ignoring lUwila'a' demand for tkvirtta of Bm- 
peror Hirohlto of Japan as a war frimtwl 

Soviet Ambassador Alexander S. Pimyimhkln per- 
sonally eallod on Secretary of State Dean Acheaon 
on Feb. 1 to force prosecntion of the emperor. ' 

Panyuahkln prnented a 2 2 -page note attempting 
to indict Hiroblto and four Japanese army officers. 

Ttfday. seren w«eks latar. tko ftattM StAtee has 
not pven answered. Authoritative sources mid the 
United States probably won't ever reply. 

U. 8. offlelals, It was explained. beUere the Soviet 
move was intended for propaganda and not even 
the Russians expected much else to result. 

Panyushkln accused Hirohlto and Japanese army 
officers of using germ warfare againat Soviet and 
Chineee troops In Manchuria during World War 11. 
They were accused of spreading cholera and bubonic 
plague. 

These were the same charges lodged against 12 
Japaneee tried by a Soviet court at Khabarorak, S1-. 
kwia, in ^tenary. The 13 tiiett irwe convicted 
and sentenced to from two to 26 years. 

Then the Russians moved against Hirohlto.

For the first few years national 
.eawanaton of the fraternity was 
discouraged and not until idos 
was the Beta chapter eaUbllsbed 
at the Untventty of Iowa. From 
. then on a more liberal policy iraa 
. pursued and other ehaptort were 
eatabllahed. Th* ehaptwa now 
nhmber twftt^ wvan and include 
moat of the uktventtlea having 
prominent engineering schools. 
The BpalUw chapter at Kansaa 
State waa eharterad In 1112. 
, Membcrehlp In Sigma Tau Is 
open to all Junior and Senior engl- 
neerlat atitdants who have ex- 
celled In the three requirements 
of a successful engineer; scholar- 
ship, practicability, and sociala- 
bllity. Professional membership 
I may be granted to any member of 
the engineering faculty ranking 
higher than instructor and to any 
..prominent practicing engineer. 

Sigma Tau is not a political 
organisation and to prevent or- 
ganisational participation in

It la the purpose of the Sigma 
Tau to help raise the engineering 
school of Kanaas State to a higher 
educational and proteealonal plane- 
and to encourage any movMnent 
which is tn th(> ])('st Ititereit Of 
the engineering profession. 

Of the projects other tbun to 
aponaor St, Pat's Prom which 
Sigma TM^haa underb^keo, none 
is more onlatandlnf than the work 
it lias promoted for the construc- 
tion and malutalnence of the huge 
KS on what Is now called K-Hlll. 

The story of the project goes 
back many years be! ore the con- 
struction of the "K" waa actually 
begun. Students talked about it 
"hutll ftpally one class built a "K" 
of loose rock on Bluemont hill. 
This didn't laat long, lo the a«it 
beet Idea was a reinforced con- 
crf^te letter. 

In 1011, the Civil Engineering 
society took the lead in promoting 
such a permanent letter. At a 
General Bngineerlng aemlnar 
funds were voted to build it, and 
classes were dismissed when ev- 
erything waa ready to go. The 
Engineers marched out to the hill, 
led by a bi asg band. By the end 
of the first day's work the project 
was nearly completed. The next 
day, the ftnlahlkc <tou(^eB were 
put on.

The latest chapter of this story 
was begun when It was learned 
that the properly where the let- 
ters are located had changed own- 
ers several times. No clear cut 
agreement assuring the Bnglneers 
the right to maintain the letters 
could be found. A move to acquire 
title to the brad waa begun, 

Sigma Tau took this on as a 
project in 1937 and several solu- 
tions were attempted. Insufflotent 
funds were available to btfy the 
entire 28 acre tract so proceedings i 
were begun to have the aection set ' 
aside as a park. This move was 
uot successful. A practical solu- 
tion was agreed tTpon in the spring 
of 1947.

A relativeljr new wtiding proc- 
ess 18 now coming loto its own in 
fifdustrjr. This Is the Helbirc 
process, introduced by the Llnde 
Air Products eomi^ny in the earljr 
firt of World Vf^r II. 

Prior to that time, there were 
wi&ny metals which were impossl- 
Vte to weld or w»r« dtfftenlt to 
weld saUsfactoriiy. Tei these 
netals had physical Qualities 
wbleh woultf make them eKtreme- 
ly valuable (or use in many types 
of equipment if they could only 
*e WMdett fatiifaetortly. There 
was a constant search for a weld- 
ing .process which would make 
the welding of such metals as 
atainlesa steels, earbon steels, high 
•Hoy steels, copper alloys, alumi- 
num altoya, and magneaium alloys 
#ractical from the standpoint of

Karly Idea 

The Idea of a gas shielded arc 
tad been conceired a good many

It waa given 
the tradenanf^ ol Hellarc and to- 
day the procesB, is wl^ly known 
by that name throughout mann- 
facturlng clrdn. 

The Hellarc process consists of 
an inert gas-shielded electric arc 
without flux. In use, an arc Is 
struck betwoMi th» work /and 
single tungslen electrode, while 
an inert gas flown around Weld 
area, shielding the weld metal, 
protecting the molten m^ai from~ 
the atmosphere, and preventing 
any oxidation from taking place. 
The process is suitable tor mannal 
or mechanised welding of prac- 
tically commercial metals and 
th^r alloys of today. Sources of 
power for the Heliarc process can 
be the same as for any other type 
of arc welding. Either direct cur- 
rent or high-freQaency stabilized 
alternating enrrettt can be used, 
with equally aatlsfattory results. 
The protective -shletd ol Inert gas,

either helium or argon, however, 
argon Is need almost exdnslvely 
today due to the fact that it is 
conaideralily lower iu cost than la 
hydrogen.

Meyer ^sks New 
World Policy Plan 

An appeal for a new attitude to- 
ward world affairs was mado by 
Cord Meyer. Jr.. in today's all- 
College assembly. The noted lec- 
turer and ahthoi* stated that a re- 
consideration of policy is necessary 
due to two recent developments, 
the announcement that Russia has 
developed an atomic bomb and the 
decision by President Truman to 
contfnu^ the developm«fnt of the 
hydrogen bomb. 

|Ie;er~ said that .th«B9,J|^elop- 
raents have changed Amerieali roSe 
from that of offense to olie of de- 
fense. A Russian attack, he said, 
would prolMibly be in the nature of 
an air attack over the" North Pole, 
a submarine-rocket aasanlt, or the 
smuggling of atomle houba into 
the country. 

These two developments also 
malfe our prMeat policies In Ea- 
rope ineffective,- he said. "There 
la growing feeltttg among the na- 
tions of Europe,"', he declared, 
"that any attempt to resist Russia 
with her atomi<^ bombs- would be 
suicide and that neutrality 'Is the 
best policy." . . , 

If the present arma race con- 
tinues, said Meyer, It will eventual- 
ly result in war. "Onr hope." he 
stated, "lies In the support of the 
UN and the radical change of that

"It was bad enough that the de- 
cisions first to build and then use 
the original A-bomb had lie en 
made by a few persons in high 
positions and shrouded In 
The nation as a whole is carrying 
the burden of responsibility tor 
these stepst and generations to 
come may hare to stitfer their con- 
sequences," , 

AdmlniHtration Doettii't Like 

There Is "little doubt," h» con- 
tends, that the administration in 
Washington would like to see all 
discussion end. 

But the issues around the H- 
bomb, he says, have not even been 
touched, and "Americans must be 
given the opportunity to decide 
whether and under what condi- 
tions they want to embark oa this 
course."

One hundred ninety-three idwi- 
sas State women have filed appli- 
cations for part-time employment 
in the Office of the Dean of Wo- 
men since last September, accord- 
ing /o Mrs. Wanda Winters, as- 
sistant to the Dean of Women. 

Recently eompUid Information 
shows that of the girls who se- 
cured Jobs directly through this 
office, S7 now have regular jMrt- 
time office positions. 28 have ir- 
regular part-time office positions, 
and seven have class laboratory 
and storeroovi p^sltiniis. 

Regntar iMvaeifliNitilng and iron- 
ing Jobs are held by Ce girls, and 
23 girls give temporary nsstounce 
In private homes. TUs eohtfsts of

Off -Cam pus Work 

Four girls are doing off-campus 
secretarial work, and tfiere are 

several who work In the College 
cafeteria. An average of 30 girls 
per month do offlee work and 
housecleantng, or act as tolephone 
operator In women's residence 
halls. 

Many students are employed by 
the College library, but since the 
library has its own file of appli- 
cants, the office of the Dean of 
Women does not have the exact 
number. The library makes a 
special effort to select freshman 
studento who can give the assur- 
ance that they will work there the 
entire time they are in (Jollege. 
This policy results in a small turn- 
over with very tew openings each 
year. 

Although this information has 
been checked as much as possible, 
it may not be complete, as It Is 
probable that there are some girls 
who did not report the fact that 
they obtained Jobs. 

Send QuestioBlMllrea 
Employment questionnaires are 
sent out by th« office of the Dean 

of Women to all departments 
about a month before each se- 
mester begins. They are for the 
purpose of checking with the de- 
partments as tu what additional 
student help may be needed, the 
number of positions available, the 
rate of pay, and the qualifications 
necessary to fill tlie jtositions. 

This procedure gives the office 
a fair idea of what student jobs 
will be available for the coming 
term. Records are also kept of 
the type of work which students 
have done in the past to Inform 
the employer of the applicant's 
abtUty.

Plans tar presidential trav^ in 
May were confirmed today at the 
winter White House where the 
( hlef eiGeentive wUl do jwme pre- 
liminary work on a series of 
speeches he will deliver during 
the laM frtolnir. 

Will Cross Nation 
According to present plans, the 
President will cross the nation by 
train In early May. Appearing 
about May 11 at the dedication of 
Grand Coulee Dam, Noxfhwwt of 
Spokane, Wash. 

Then he will travel eastward 
toward Chicago wha« he will 
speak on the^nii^t of May 15 at 
a glgantle mt^ rally In 8$)ldler 
field. - ^' 

Mr. Truman has not completed 
a full Itinerary, but this much 
was known about the trip, In ad- 
dition to the Grand Coulee and 
Chicago plans: 

1. He win not go into Cali- 
fornia until later In the year. 

, 2. He will visit other federal 
protects In the Northwest dur- 
ing the May tour. 

While Grand Coulee, one of the 
nation's largest power dams, has 
been In operation for years, the 
dedication ceremony in May will 
mark the instaltatlon of the last 
Qf the big tttrtMnsa- at the pro- 
ject. 

Rear l" la (form Speeches 
Mr. Truman will, make rear 
platform speeches at numerous 
stops to and from the Wait coast, 
but the time table probably will 
not be completed for weeks.

HCJB, known as the "Voice of 
the Andes," broadcasts religious 
programs and messages to North 
and South America and most of 
Europe and Africa on one lAng 
wave and four short wave fre- 
quencies. 

The atatlon which has a staff of 
4 Amerieans and 50 workers of 
other natlonaUtleB, broajjcasts in 
Spas^fiT ^ Bnglith, Portuguese, 
Russian, Dutch, German, French, 
Italian, Swedish, Lithuanian, 
CzeehoslovaMan, Yiddish. Greek 
and Quechua, the language of the 
Andes Indians. 

In addition to his duties as en- 
gineer. Remington served as pastor 
of the English church In Quito.

His wife taught 
in the Sunday schools. 

Mrs. Remington has also de- 
signed throe churches, all in Co- 
lon^a. One, seating 200 persons 
at Cerpte has been completed.

He worked 
part time aa an Instructor in radar 
for the navy. The PrMbttfTlaii 
missionary ' board sent them- to 
Quito and HCJS in Januarys HM- 

Both plan to remain tnv.jUi€. re- 
ligious broadcasting tlAd. They 
hope to get an assignment to a 
station in Ifeileo City. If aotrihey 
win return to Quito this summer. 

"There are very few technically 
trained mlsslonarieB," Remington 
said. Several religious stations In 
central and South America necFd 
technical workers, and most of the 
privately qnvried stations would use 
religions transcriptions if th«y 
were offered*

Scientisls'ltoport Mors 
Will Approach Earth; 
No New Flying Saucer

New York. Mar. 22 — (U.R> — The 
planet Mars Is making He ^losesV 
approach to earth -in 10 years, but 
scientists insist, that it's no basis 
for the new reportK of flying 
saucers. 

Mars has be«n making these 
neighborly visits every so often, 
and on the current approach the 
copper-colored planet will be as 
near as about 44,000,000 miles — 
just a~ stone's throw In agronomi- 
cal distances. * 

Distance Will toecfenso 

The astro nomei's pointed out 
today that on Thursday, JIarch 
23, the planet Mart will be di- 
rectly opposite the .sun with 
earth In the middle. From that 
date on. the distance 'beC#eeti 
Mars and Earth will decrease un- 
til about MaiH;h 2S when the plan- 
et pf the "Martians" begins Us 
usual retreat into Its eccentric 
orbit. ■ ' - ^ ' \ 

When the Sun*Barth-Matl( llilr 
up in a row, f( is called an op- 
posite and - the last - ocoayrred \a. 
1939. At that time, however, 
Mars did not approach as close as 
It will in this opposite. 

The planet will even be closer 

in 1954 when only 35.000,000 
miles will sepaiate earth and 
Mars. That is the year when ai^ 
tponomers hope to make some 
real, scientific ol>servatlon8 of 
Mars. 

Astronomers seem sure that 
Mars has an atmosphere, bat very 
little oxygen- not enough to sup- 
port life as is known on Barth. 
HdweVer, '*yellow»' and "blue" 
clouds have been obaerViBd on the 
planet. They are so-called because 
they are picked up .by observation 
through yellow or blue light. 

Surface Teniperntiire T'p? 

One expert said today that with 
Mars approaching earth th with- 
in 44,000,000 miles and abant 
123.000,000 of tiie sua that the 
planet's 8 u r I a e e tefttiperatnre 
might rise aa much as 10 de- 
grees. 

Barth people can now see Mars 
with no trouble. It rises just as 
the svn sets, and is brighter than 
any star in the eastern sky. It 
also Is recognisable by the red- 
dish glow it radiates. 

The scientists advise observers 
not to strain their eyes looking 
for "flying saucers" sooming off 
the surface of the planet. .

Enrollment 
In Kansas State's five other 
schools shows 1,S86 In the School 
of Engineering and Architecture; 
1,213 In the School of Agrlcul- 
tur.»: 117 in the School of . Home 
Eeonomioi, 482 la ^tJw Oraduato 
School and S74 l». Valiffliary 
Medicine. 

Only 740 of tbe •,4M studeuto 
are women. Eight of them are In 
tbe Mglneering and architecture 
school: where ftw ar* studying 
architecture, two architectural 
engineering, and one is a special 
student. Nine girls are enrolled 
in the School of Agriculture.

tt was brought out that some, 
colleges are expecting their en- 
roll ments to Btabilixe at about 100 
percent of the prewar figure. Presi- 
d9ii^ Blsenhower attributed this

P^imlalJofi Stable 

First, be stated, the populatlou 
of Kansu and the mldwett geosf*' 
ally is fairly stable, whereas It is 
Increaalnglng rapidly iu other 
areas.

'■ Milling equipment manufateturdrs have 
I'ecently contributed $60,000 woith of ma- 
chinery to the milling department at K- 
State, the only College in Ule U. S. offering 
degrees in milling. 

- Since tlie mUUng department was eetab- 
lUhed here In 1910, It has assumed a com- 
manding position in the sphere of inatruc- 
tion and Inveetigatlon in problems affecting 
the milling industry. Its standing in this 
field Is such tliat sereral students hare come 
from Europe to take advantage of tbe op- 
portunltioB which it offers. 

One of the most important and far-reach- 
ing types of worii the department does is tbe 
wheat evaluation for the Great Plains area. 
For Kansas wheat, the department conducts 
experiments on grain storage, wheat qual- 
ity, technical milling problems, and other 
work to help Kansas not only prodnoe- the 
greatest quantity of wheat of any state In 
the U. S., but also the best quality wheat. 

The improved Kansas wheat, which the 
ihilling graduates are making possible is 
widely recognized. From oter the U. S., jobs 
are offered Kansas State graduates in flour 
mills, granary offices, in chemical research, 
selling of milling supplies, and many other 
places. ' . 

In these fields of work, K-State milling 
graduates are using their training and 
knowledge to help keep the milling loMtij 
in competition with other progressive in- 
dustries. This might well be sufficient justi- 
fication for the milling Industry's interest 
In Kansas State's future. — b.l.o.

An H-bomb, we now. learn by

hydrogen" called Deuterium, The 
4euterlum will be mixed, It seems 
likely, with a still-rarer "heavy 
heavy hydrogen" known as Trl- 
tinm. 

People already know how to 
seiiarate heavy hydrogen from or- 
dinary hydrogen, in a standard and 
fiiirly Inexpensive procedure.

Such a bomb 
could obliterate almost all of 
greater New York or Moscow or 
London. .

Commies Lead Strikes In Europe 
As World Leaders Prepare to Meet 

fnterior Minister

Rome, Mar. 23 — (U.R>— A Com- 
munist general strike throughout 
Italy shut down big industrial 
plants in the North, cut off elec- 
tricity and gas in the large cities 
and dtarnpted transportailon to- 
day. 

Seizing on a peasant-police clash 
in a small village on the Adriatic 
la which two men were killed, the 
Communlst-led General Confeder- 
ation M ikhoT eaUed out its full 
6,000,000 membership on strike at 
e a.m. The 12-hour walkout was 
scheduled to laat nntll 8 p.m. 

Three bombings In Rome in the 
early morning hours preceding the 
dawn strike threatened forther 
violence. 

Several hundred carablnlerl cor- 
doned off the big Plaisa Esedra 
a^d prevented Comnuinlst-led 
workers from holding a scheduled 
rally there at 10 a.m. 

Mot Squids Alected 

Riot squads, alerted tor Com- 
munist demonstrations, appeared 
on the streets In Rome. Milan, Bo- 
logna, Florence and Turin. 

Under pot ice regulations oara- 
btnlerl are not permitted to carry 
loaded rifles or pistols. They may 
load only when all other efforts to 
keep public order have fatted. To- 
day police moved about with their 
rifles In one hand and their car- 
tridge clips In the other, ready lor 
Instant action:.

Havighurst Talks 
ORMarriMlUfe 

Tells of Essentials 
For Happy Union 

Marriage today is more of a 
challenge than It was a decade ago, 

Dr. R. J, Havighurst emphasized 
in his talk last night. Marriage to- 
day depends on what we want to 
malce of it. If a younf? couple 
marries for companionship and n 
desire to rear efaHdren, marriage 
and family life can 'be the greatestl 
source of human happiness. 

In every society marriages are 
patterned and regulated. The mar- 
riage patterns being regarded as 
normal, natural and good are 
passed on from one generation to 
the next. In America the urban 
middle clasa pattern is the normal 
and desirable marriage pattern. 
This pattern is depleted In all the 
movies, radio prognkins lAd mava- 
sines. 

IQ the United SUtes, Bavig- 
hurst said, marriage is the start 
Of l^nev family. Toang oo«»l«s 
marry, leave their parents homes 
and must learn to support them- 
selves. There are very few other 
societies which let their young 
people start out with so little ex- 
perlenoe and oipltAI. 

Test for Marrfave 

The test for American marriage 
aei^rding to Dr. Havighurst, Is 
each partner cboostnc hto partner 
over and again, day after, iaj. In 
order for two people to. make a 
success of thebr marriage they 
must study it witti an open and 
curious mind and must be willing 
to reprodttce «hU^n. 

Three Essentials 

Dr. Havighurst listed the fol- 
lowing three as essential functions 
of marriage: 1. Hearing of chil- 
dren. 2. Provision of emotional 
security. 3. Giving of psycho- 
3evual satisfaction. 

In speaking of the future of 
American marriage Havighurst 
said, "American marriages are 
changing from an Institution to a 
eom^nlonship. Hutuat compan- 
ionship is less stable but is prov- 
ing to be more satisfying than in- 
■tltntloiis."

This trend can easily 
be observed by traveling in east- 
ern Kansas where you will see 
countless such places." 

Upon starting the orchard, ad- 
vertising will help tremendously, 
according to Drake.

In advising the members on 
what fruits to grow he stated that 
peaches and strawberries will 
bring good returns. Plums and 
iipHeots wHl not do very good here 
In Kansas thouf^h. he added.

Boh wants to know ivhat the stadeata wtil 
listen to over the radio that has a campus 
flavor to it if wired-wireless, KSDB, Is ex- 
panded to an FM station. He points out that 
very few college Joes and Janes have enough 
money to buy FM radios. As a matter of 
fact, a survey last yeai* showed that only 
15 percent of all the radios in use had FM. 
A campus poll would probably show an even 
smaller percentage of FM radios. 

The proposed plan is to expand KSDB 
to a non-commercial educational station. 
Advocates of the proposal believe it would 
improve the facilities for training students 
in radio by allowing them to build programs 
for difforent types and classes of ampence. 
This more-than-likely Is true. 

Hut, what about after graduation when 
the students are tossed out in the cold, com- 
mercial broadcasting world?' They won't 
be competing for Jobs in a non-commercial 
field then. If KSDB becomes an FM station, 
the radio studenta will have their training 
cut in half . . . they juit won't imderatand 
the problems of commercial radio. They 
will never feel the hot breath of a sponsor 
when his program was not aired correctly. 

Sftice KSDB went commercial in June, 
1949, the station has been able to provide 
the nearest thing to actual on-the-job train- 
ing in radio that , has ever been attempted 
by an Institution of higher learning. 

I thinic this is one instance when a statws 
qua policy is the most henefidal. Why tune 
out KSDB? ' — riLr.

Color Is A Clue 

The red in the sun Is deepened 
by the presence of moisture, ac- 
cording to reasearcb and observa- 
tion, as well as the presonce of 
dust or smoke particles. Thus, 
when we see the sun as a fiery red 
ball, the air contains moistened 
dust particles. 

A red iHB, then, often indicatee 
a humid atmoaphVre essential and 
favorable to the occurrence of rain. 

Persons annoyed hy rheumatic 
pains are often troubled more by 
their ills as rainy and generally 
bad weather approaches. This In- 
rinence of weather clianges is 
worthy oV careful ^tudy by psychol- 
ogists and physiologist. But avoh 
phenomena are only secondary as 
a populsr means of forecasting the

C-U Profs, Regents 
Hearing Agreement 
In Oath Squabble 

Berkeley, Calif., Mar. 24— <UJ!) 
— Unlversf^ of Call font la profes- 
sors moved closer today toward 
agreement with regents on solving 
a year-old loyalty oath row at the 
school. 

The University's academic 8en<- 
ate, which represents professors at 
its eight branches, voted over- 
whelmingly on two anti-Conimu- 
nlet measures as a substitute for 
the oath. 

The regents indicated, the vote 
may satlafy their reiinirement for 
a special anti-eonwiMwtet loyiUty 
oath. 

By Overwh^BdSv Vote 

"By an' overwhelming ■fOtei'th*' 
faculty has Joined the reveate lit 
deeiarfag the Communists tinfit 
for emtloymeiit," said regent John 
Fj-sdieto N^lan in Phoenix, Ariz. 

"The sltnittcanee of this action 
eaitBot be overestimated. It means 
one of the great faculties of the 
world has met the issue of elvlllw- 
tlou versus barbaiA^ boldly and 
deotslvely." ' 

He ssid the matter will come 
before the rej^ents' next meeting 
in Santa Barbara March ft! an 
ordailp atann^." 

Other regents expressing elml- 
lar .views were Vdward A. Dickson, 
chairmaii ot the board, and Sid- 
ney Bhrman. 

The controversy began when the 
regents demanded that all Univer- 
sity employes take a special anti- 
Communist oath by April 30 or 
loM their Johi. 

Profs <M|eet 

The profeaBors objected to the 
special oath as an affront to their 
liiteigrlty and k threat to academic 
freedom. They said the standard 
oath ot loyalty to the federal and 
state constitutions was sufficient. 

University President Robert 
Gordon Sproul said 90 per cent of 
the senate nienibfrs letnrned bal- 
lots seat, out on the two proposi- 
tions. 

The firijt proposition proposed 
that "ail members ol the senate 
shall subserlbe to the constitu- 
tional oath of loyalty sworn by of- 
ficers of public trust In the state 
of California" the Vote was yes, 
1,154, no, 13C. 

The second proposition was in 
two parts. The Toto was yw, l.OSi. 
no, 2^8.

One, Dr. Leo Szilai d of Chicago 
uniyersity, has explained: 

"If It becomes possible to deto- 
nate practically uiiHnilted (luanti- 
iies of heavy hydrogen, then it 
automatlcaUy becomes possible to 
release very large qiiatilities of 
radioactive substances in the air — 
stmpTy by Incorporatlaa Into the 
lI-l)oni1) cU'iiietitH which become 
radiottclivc* w heu they absoi b nt-u- 
troQS."

aw hat we said we did not say 

to scare people, nor did we say it 
tor lack of restraint," replied Szll- 
ard. "The reason lor speaking up 
l8 rather this: Neither the Presi- 
dent nor the atomic energy com- 
mission has explained to the Amer- 
ican people whftl the decision to 
develop hydrogen bo tuba will in- 
volve, what the meaning o£ the 
•hydrogen bomb' is, or what tha 
cost of the ludlaponsable defense 
measures must lie. Yet these are 
t)iiiigs the people must know." 

"It might very well be true that 
the people will deride against re- 
location, and that Congress will 
not vote funds tor It," he added. 

"But if that happens, and the 
atomic arms race continues, and 
the cold war goes on and on, there 
may be a price. It is the people 
who will pay the price, and it 
;il«st be their decision to pay U, 
- and they will have to discuss it 
before they will be able to decide."

"We believe no nation has the 
right to use such a bomb, no mat- 
ter how rlfhtootu iUi caose/' they 
assert. 

•No Longer Weapon' 
"This bomb Is no longer a weap- 
on of war, but a means of en ter- 
mination of whole populations. Its 
use wotild be a betrayal of alt 
standards of morality and ot Chrls- 
tlon civilization itself," • 
^ Yet many Bclentlsts, wlille equal- 
ly horrified by devastation and 
war, fear we may be facing a war 
of survival, and that the iinestlptt 
to ask is — "is this bomb practi- 
cal?" — not "is U moral?" 

Most would probably agrree with 
Dr. Louis nidenonr. Illinois gradu- 
ate dean, writing in the current 
Scientific American: 

"Once it is decreed that people 
are to be killed, the 'mural' ques- 
tion- ts faHy settled. The instrn- 
inentH of that killinR are not at 
all affected with human or moral 
questions. Xt was probably far 
more unpleasant to be diseni- 
bowled by thii 18-inch sword of the 
Roman soldier than it will be to 
vanish in the flash of a nuclear 
reaction." 

In his quarrel with Ballard and 
his fellows. David Lillenthan also 
made a statement which would in- 
dleate that he and these scientists 
may not be far apart after all. 

"To face the dangers of a very 
tough world, what we need Is not 
to be overwhelmed with these dan- 
gers, but to understand them." 
aald LiUentbal. "and with coprage 
and resolution and patience face 
up to them and see them tiirough. 
We havo done It befom -Ve ean 
do It again."

The reason tor the nneertitety 
over the fntnre of KSDB is the 
somewhat tossjr policy of the Fed- 
eral CommttQlOlltiolUI com mission 
k on wired- wireless Itatlona. The 
^ primary purpose of the FBI station 
would be to improve training and 
possibly ezteiuilon radio facUUles 
of K-8tai». Zt wdutd replace KSDB 
as a Btatlon for student training 
only if KSDB was forced to dla- 
contlnne broadcasting; by new FOC 
TegiUftlons. 

Status Unc«tala 

The status of wlred-wlreless has 
been uncertain for the last tew 
yMrs and it la po«lbl« tMt the 
whole system mlcht.be fwept away 
hy the ever-chattglng winds of gOT- 
ernment policy. 

Th«'F@0 hfts never actually 
ruled on approval or disapproval 
of wired-wirelees, but it has existed 
'«n a llTe and let Iftro-vo^ey. The 
regulations which are now applied 
to this system, which uses r^ular 
power lines to carry the current, 
were written before wired-wtreless 
had reached Its present site. 

There are now more than 100 
wired-wireless stations in opera- 
tion, and the FCC Is beginiiiitg to 
feel that it is gettiup; too big. It 
^'^is expected that a hearing will be 
held on the enbjeet In the near fu- 
ture. 

While it Is not expected that 
wired-wlrel^BS will be eliminated 
altogether, it is possible that re- 
strictions on broadcasting will be 
imposed which would prevent KS- 
DB from having ooB|plete stiid^n^ 
coverage. 

More Power 

Moat colleges feed their wired- 
wireless programs to a few large 
dormitories on the campus. At 
Kansas State, however, most of 
the student body lives off the cam- 
pus. This means that KSDB must 
use more power to reach the stu- 
dMita tlutn Is normftlly used by a 
wired-wireless station. 

One of the advantages now en- 
Joared by KSDB la- that aa a com- 
mercial station it is able to be 
self-supporting. Because of the 
uncertainty aa to its future, it is 
doubtful if it will continue to be 
commercial after this year. The 
^psvosed FM station could not be 
Munmeratal or s^lf-sopportlng but 
would have to be sabsidlsed by the 
iollege. 

Tht general prlneisle. oS FM has 
been tpprOved by thHtdimt PdlllEy 
and Program subcommittee, but 
the adminlstraUoD ]|iui . ii#t ..Jtet 
acted. RegudliM of the onteome 
of the FM proposal. KSDB will 
continue to operate in aome form

A total of |7,B17,ISt wtta spent 
to run the College for the year 
ended June 30, 1949. Of this 
amount |f,Bll,?41 was suppUed 
by state appropriations, This is 
33.5 percent of the total funds ex- 
pended and is the- lirgaat' aiiigle 
source of money. 

Sales, service, interest, and other 
fees iiccountt'd for $1,206,449^ or 
16.1 percent uf all funds. 

Hclf -Support itijc Activltltts 

Selt-sttpporting activities sup- 
plied the remaining lundw tx- 
pended. These activltlee include 
agency fund* sneh at, athlette 
council, Mtiident activities, and 
commercial grants, and were,' re- 
sponsible for IB 29,099, or 7 per- 
cent of the total. 

Auxiliary enterprises, including 
dormitory, eafettela. and ntudent 
health, were responsible for |519,- 
001, or 6.9 percent of total, to 
complete the sum expended. 

Persona) services was the big 
expenditure for the year, taking 
$3.^60,3(0, or 64. C cimUm of every 
dollar spent. Under personal ser- 
vices 40.1 cents per dollar went 
for faculty and administrative bhI- 
arles, while 78.6 cents per dollar 
went for departmeittal salartef and 
wages.

The Folly of Y-Orphmum ' 

Preiident Elsenhower has said that one 
of the major funetiobs of an edueatloaAl in- 
stitution such as Kansas State college is the 
promotion of better understanding and bet- 
ter relations between the various racial, re- 
ligious and economic groups of society. 

If that is the case, and you cannot sensibly 
or sincerely deny that It is, some of the peo- 
ple and some of the organizations on this 
campus are doing a pretty poor job. 

L*st Friday and Satofday nights in the 
college auditorium Sigma Alpha Epsllon 
fraternity presented a skit which tended to 
ridicule the Negro race and surely must hare 
angered and discouraged the many Negroes 
present. 

It Is too bad that this had to happen at 
K-State, supposedly far removed from the 
centers of prejudice, and it is too bad that 
it was done by a group ot wliftt we like to 
consider our 'Tlner young men". But that 
Is not the worst part. The script for that 
ridiculous skit was approved by a committee 
of faculty members. And Y-Orpheum— of 
which the skit, was a part — was sponsored 
by what is supposed to be a Christian ggroup 
—the college YMCA. 

What happened here last weekend does 
not speak well for our students, for our fac- 
ulty or for the YMCA. And It does not speak 
well for "democracy" or the chances of 
peace and understanding. It does pose some 
qnestioiiB: "Are things like this going to 
be allowed at K-State? Is this how we edu- 
cate for democracy? Is this the best we can 
do for a race that has proven its equality 
and its willingness to cooperate time and 
time again under the moat trying condi- 
tions?'* If so, it'ia time aomoone did some- 
thing for K-State. — t.]ji.

The Student Planning Convem- 
tion has decided that Kansas State 
college needs a new eonatttution 
for Its ruling body. 

That was the report made to 
the joint session of the Student 
Council and Faculty Council on 
SU^dest aftalra last night by Don 
Jaeobaon, chairman of the SPC 
committee on sfadent governmeat, 

Aa ewtttfa Uken later by the 
joint council resulted in one 
amendment being placed upon the 
ballot for the coming election, 
April 18. The amendment called 
for a representative from the 
graduate school with equal voting 
privileges upon the Student Coun- 
dU • 
Exprcsaea Disapproval 

SPC Chairman Jacoheou ex- 
pressed his disapproval of the ac- 
tion as being "only one of many 
such gross inefticienciea that need 
correcting."- He said he teftred 
that if only one ot the minor points 
were amended, the student body 
might figure It bad done enough 
to the constitution, eo ■»Ay revise 
It any more. ' 

The SPC, through Jaeobion, 
registered approval for a revision 
of the entire constliutlou. The 
main iiueetion at the moment waa 
mostly one of procedure, bOW to 
get it don^Tbe SPC recommended 
that a eppittttlou convention he 
called forabmetlme later this se- 
mester, to be made up of repre- 
sentatives of all the living gi oups 
at K-State. The ISA would be 
called upon for repreeentation Of 
iii<kM>«^ndents ttOt, UntaS ^ organ- 
ized houses. 



Uie amendment will obtain an 
overwhelming majority when 
placed upon the bidlot April 18 
for approval or disapproval of the 

vpters. 

Concerned With Representatton 

Some of the main points under 
diacusslon in the proposed revision 
concern ^ode' ol re^reaenimtlon, 
and form of government the Stu- 
dent Qovern tug a^opiatton sbail 
take. Sothe favor a repreaentative 
from every organized house on 
the council with the independents 
represented by a ward system. 
Others favor the much simpler 
plan of representatives from the 
schools of the college as used now. 

Another point concerns whether 
or not the government shall con- 
sist of one body, as it doeH now, 
or some adaptaUou ot ihe execu- 
tive - leglstattve - Indiblat aystem 
such as .the federal government 
usee.

In stormy action spiced with 
fiery debate, the Joint session of 
the Student Council and Faculty 
ConnctI on ttttdont nMalm ap- 
proved two Important actions on 
social events and recommended 
that the Pnktdent investigate 
abandonment of seven o'clock 
classes and those from five to six. 

One of the social aettona con- 
cerned the Interpretation of the 
word "informal" as it applies to 
events in the organised bouses on 
Sunday. It waa described by mem* 
bera aa an action that haa been 
toncht Ibr over three years. 

Amwove Cliaiise 

The Joint sesaton approved tki 
following change in the bylaws Of 
the constitution : "The word 'In- 
formal' as regards Sunday aoeiat 
functions it to be Interpreted to 
Include a small band not to a- 
ceed seven members." ' 

In times i^Mt, a aororUy or 
fraternity could have a juke box, 
or a record player for their Sun- 
day parties. That waa 'Informal.' 
But Just as soon as th^ brovght 
in Uve music. It became tomml. ' 

Thifalie HI the band waii tlMdtdd 

In the council action because It wke 
felt that such action would autp^ 
matically limit parties to the ilae 
of smaller 'Informar gatheiinck 
The other action on socMl iiVents 
which waB approved by the coun- 
cils reads as follows: "Social funp- 
tiona are to be held In approved 
places within the cttj Units ot 
Manhattan, at the Manhattan 
Conntiy club, or on College prop- 
erty. Exceptions to the above 
must be referred to the taenlty 
oonneil." 

Kxreption to Rule 

The Important part of tbia ac- 
tion is the last aentenoe which can 
be Interpreted to mean that there 
are exceptions to the hard and 
fast rule firataet forth. Exceptions 
will not necessarily always be 
proved by tbe Faculty Council, bnt 
at leaat they alnnd a ehnnce tis get 
a bearing now. 

Council action on class konrt 
was Investigated by a letter to the 
student body from Mowry C. Gil- 
bert, a Junior. He enclosed a re- 
cent article from the Collegian 
about the expected cut in faculty 
numbers at Kansas State and de- 
manded explanation of that while 
it is still necssaary to have eitfly 
morning and Iste afternoon 
classes. 

"Why should teachers be ^Us- 
mlssed when there are still seven 
o'clock classes and Saturday 
dasseaf" he asked In part. ". . . 
something's wrong when situa- 
tions like this exist I surely hope 
some better situation can be de- 
vised to cut down on these abomin- 
able class times!"

Once the facts are gathered — it 
will take two weeks in the cities 
and a month tn the rural areas — 
workers at Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington will transfer all of the in- 
formation from the big question- 
nalres to launched earte.

The doctors emphasize that 
neither Acth nor Cortisone is avail- 
able to theptfhHc aaiyet.

Sees Disc Withm 
Miles of Pentagon 

A flying saneer haa been retrart- 
ed atinost^ln the backyard of the 
Air Force, the service that says 
the mysteriom discs don't extet. 

Bertram A. Totten, a veteran 
private pilot, said he sighted an 
aluminam-colored disc abottt 40 
feet in diameter and 10 f eet thleh 
yesterday while he was flying Over 
Fairfax eoanty, Yo., on the out- 
skirts of Washington. 

Totten, a one-time airplane In- 
spector for the Air Force, said he 
was flying a two-place Luscombe 
at 5,000 feot when he law the 
saucer whirling along about 1,000 
feet below him. 

Gets Away from Him 
*'I dived toward it," he said, 
**httt hefi)rr 1 could get very close 
It aoomed up Into the overcast." 

Totten mid he was going about 
160 miles an hour at the time. He 
estimated that the strange circu- 
lar object waa traTeling ''aeveral 
hundred miles per hour faster.". 

As far as he could aee, the disc 
had no propulsion gear or con- 
trols. But he said it left a stream 
of vaper trails like those from air- 
plane engines. 

At the time, Totten waa flying 
lust a few mSlm fnun the Penta- 
gon where the Air r«re« hgs Its 
headquarters. 

Denies Existence 
The service, which has Investi- 
gated many similar flying saucer 
stories, has denied officially that 
such things exist. Neverthelem, It 
has been Questioning some of the 
airmen who recently reported 
sighting tho dtaite. 

Two veteran pilots of the Chi- 
cago and Southern airlines, Capt. 
Jack Adama and Ftrtt C^leer Q, 
W. Anderson, told how they 
spotted one of the discs on the 
NBC televlaton show, "Today with 
Mni. KooseTelt." They displayed 
a scale model of a "strange blink- 
ing^ ageedliig ««a|i'^ w Um pro- 
gram.

"New Kansas State Field House 
CoUl^seo Dttrlng' fiMuno'* It 
you saw those headlines in the pa- 
per you would probably laugh and 
think some joker Jumped the gun 
on April Fool's Day. It codldn't 
happen to your new field house. 
Why, it was Just built. You 
watched it yourMlf and yon're 
sure that huge iron frame work 
conid bold «p anything. 

Now think again. What holds 
up that frame work and wlwt 
makes you so sure it is strong? 
Did you know there werft flaws in 
five of the twelve big steel beams 
so bad that, had they gone into the 
Structure, thep would probably 
not even have UQiporteA tli^ own 
weight! These beams were shipped 
to Kansas State M Teftdy for use. 

It isn't a Joke this Ume. 

No, your new field house^Tsnt 
going t9 CaU down, but its safety 
jatt dldn'^t "happoii" as yon might 
have thought. A great deal of the 
retqiKinslbllily for a safe field 
liffiiM- rMts on- Che 'rtkonldenr of 
three inen. Charles P. Ballard, 
wnitiun J. McClure. and Allen R. 
Towellt instrnctoni in shop prac- 
tice and their assistantB. These in- 
structors were appointed by the 
state superintendent to inspect all 
welding work done on the field 
house and to give certlflcatlon 
tests to all welders applying for 
work. All welding Is required to 
rn^et ^e code ot the Amerloaii 
Welding Society. 

Each position that the welder 
might be working in ia inspected 
and samples of his work are cut 
out and tested by bendfhg them 
180 degrees. Any flaw that would 
show up in the life of the building 
would show up under this unusual 
stress. The wetdiss Mtut show six 
perfect tests. He lias thsee ^no- 
es to do this. 

These tests are expensive to the 
contractor as well as stiff to pus 
for the welder. According to Bal 



ing, one eighth of an Inch. The 
accuracy it takes lo keep those 
huge beams at that distance is 
hard to Imagine. I( the Joints are 
not the proper thickness. 4he weld- 
ing will be weak. 

These men check the wind ve- 
locity to deteraatne the welding po- 
sition and the temperature to do* 
termino tko welding conditions. 
It the tesiperHtiiro t^la below 32 
degrees, the metal to be welded 
must be pre~heated; below zero 
degrees all welding must stop. 
They check the working conditions 
and make sure the welders have a 
rigid float from which to work, 

"The field house Is an all. weld 
structure. If riveting had been em- 
ployed the width of the cross sec- 
tions would had to have been at 
least a third again as thick," ex- 
plained Ballard, "or a suspension 
structure like this one would not 
have been postlblo," 

To get an idea of the aaormous 
Job these Instructors do ait inspec- 
tors in t^etr extra hours, here are 
some of the figures envolved. This 
field house is the fifth largest In 
the United States. There are four 
and three-tenths miles of welded 
metal on the permanent seats. 
There are twelve main frames, 
seven welded joints In each frame 
using 1,762 pounds ot welding me- 
tal in all. The welding on the 
frame and seats took 2|&20 man 
hours. These figures do not In- 
clude the gymnasium. 

All the problems that arise in 
the welMag constmetton of the 
field house are taken up in the 
welding classes offered at Kansas 
State. These practleia Inspection 
problems m quite valnable to the 
students. 

The advanced welding stndents 
wore asilgiied to do welding on 
the permuient seats but a threat- 
ened union walkout prevented this 
practical application of their train- 
ing. 

All the major welding is now 
completed on the field house. On- 
ly the pren box, stairs^ ratlings, 
and~heay]« pipes ranaln to he 

done. 



Every square Inch of the whole 
metal structure has been Inspect- 
ed by either Ballard, Moduli, or 
Yowell. One of them mon a|e on 
duty all of the time work Is being 
done; checking before the frame 
work goes, up, while it Is being 
weiesd and after it is finished. 

. Through their <»re{ul inspec- 
tion, the flaws in five of the major 
beams x^re found befoce a major 
accident could happea. These 
beams were repaired here at a cost 
of $78 per beam to the company. 

They check to see that the piec- 
es being assembled are held at the 
proper distance apart during weld-

Tlic first of these was "Custer's 
Liiat Stand." There are perhaps 
two main reasons for Custer's de- 
feat, ftccovdtng to Thompson. One, 
they were unliiK new weapons 
which they did not Itnow how to 
operate (such as patting grease 
In the liai re!). The sefond reason 
lies in the fact that Custer under- 
«8tiittai«d tke number of Indians. 
There were approximately 2,600 
Indians to only 5t)0 soldiers. 

"Perhaps one of the most wide- 
Binead mlHcnnreptlons that people 
have about 'Custer's LslbI Stand' 
Is that the whjile reglittent was 
wiped out. This Is not bo." j^tatfrt 
Thompson. This accepted belief 
that Cutter was wiped out is 



haps the reason why it Is regarded 
as one of the three times In U. S, 
Army history that a force was 
cofhpletely wiped out. 

To further add Interest to his

A potato granule process may 
be a new marketing outlet for po- 
tato growers, said Prof. H. T. 
Ward, head of Department of 
Chemical Engineering at Kansas 
State in a news interview. 

Development of this process was 
started during the latter part of 
World War II as a project spon- 
sored by the subsistence research 
and development laboratory of the 
United Stwten 'Army .Qnartw0iaster 
corps. , , , ' ; . 

The process has now been de- 
veloped, but work is being con- 
tinued at the College, so that the 
procsss.may. bfti»»e » eommereial 
enterprise, Dr. Ward announced. 

Estimate Annual Production 

It is estimated that the average 
annual potato production ta close 

to four hundred million bushels. 
Potato harvest In the United 
Stotea begtna in Beoember in the 
*e*arly-crop sections of the South 
and continues throughout the 
year, winding up about the last of 
October in the North; the bulk of 
the crop is harvested in July, Aug- 
ust. September, and Dctoher. 

This long harvest season would 
furnish the potato granule manu- 
facturer an adequate supply. 
Stored potatoes are also suitable 
for this Vroceas, Ward said.

Plants oi thia type that are 
suitably located should return a 
fair profit; stated Ward. 

Potato granules are dehydrated 
precooked , mashed potatoes of 
such a physical nature that thsy 
veoonstitute to mashed potatoes 
ready tor aervlce within twenty 
secoudr after the addition of boil 
ing water or milk.

President Presents 
Educational Values 
For Every UiM 

EitentiowMr Slalm 
Objedivet In Radio 
AiddrM%Ov»r KSAC 

President Milton 8. Btaenhowef 
reviewed developments in the rtsl- 
deat instructiOD program b£,mn- 
li^' itnie l^^og hte aftmlhtitt^ 
tlon, in a radio broadcast today. 
This was the fourth lu a serlee 
of broadcasts over K8AC, daelgned 
to discuss his experlenaet at the 
College. 

Eisenhower said that the Land 
Grant Act of 1802 represented a 
revolt against the etaiatcal type of 

higher education which prevailed 
before that date. He statM that 
it WM the object of this net to 

promote the liberal and practical 
education of the iudustrial classes. 

Warns Against Complacency 
'"the worst possible thins tint 
conld happen^t any college would 
be tor members of the faculty and 
administrators to become compla- 
cent, and stop debating vital la- 
sues," the PresidMtt lald. He 
pointed out that debate concerning 
the stress on the praeUeal or the 
liberal aspects of education "baa 
never ceased At Kansas State." 

In an attempt to balance the , 
practical and liberal aspeetr fflt 
education at Kansas State, faculty 
committees were set up to stud^ 
the Gurrl<»lmma. After a two yoir 
study by these committees, all c^f 
the currlculums were revised In 
1648. Nine . faulty commltteeb 
are now studying the proioat 9ra>> 
gram to see if additional ehsngei 
should be made. 

The President pressnted five 
values he thinks svery stndeat 
should obtain from his four years 
experience at KaAiaa SUte. Tho 
first of tbeio It **gpoolalM trains 
ing needed for the making of a 
llvlag or the building of a home." 

Broader Knowledge 
The second valne Is "to achieve 
an understanding of all the broad 
fields of knowledge — the physical 
sciences, the blologleal setetteao. 
the social selencef^ and. the 
manlties. 

"Real proficiency In the art of 
communication," Is the third valnf 
he prssen^ted. **8o many of us la 
America don't really know how 
to read, or write, or speak, or 
Ititen," the Preafdoai englaUwd. 

The fourth valvals the "foster- 
lug of wisdom aad the develop> 
meat of the oapgelty for sovnd 
judgments." He stated that, "Per- 
haps the greateot a^tavament a 
student can attain Ig to loarn how 
to t«irn." 

The fifth value a atndent should 
gain fnNn Ms t^tat samorloneo la 
coUege 1« "an , abtdlng eommlt- 
ment to the deotoeratie wiv' «t 
life — a commitment based, not 
upon indocrinaUon, hut upon gon^ 
nine nnierstaBdlBg." 

The president concluded, "What 
each student ahould get oat ot 
coUoco to hiauilf as a Mtaro 
persooatity, an informed and ef- 
fective citisen. and a deeply moral 
creature of Ood."

College Purchases $75,000 Worth 
Of New OMce and IMItty Equipiiieiil

No matter where you go these 
days ^ou «re bound to see new 
office furniture being hauled 
through the campus In trucks, be- 
ing moved into buildings, or stand- 
ing half uncrated in tbe halls. It 
Is all part of a 75' thousand dollar 
face-lifting which is taking plax;e 
In the offices of tbe campus. 

According to Itean Roy A. 
Sea ton, the new furatture which 
numbers abom l.SOO pieces is In- 
tended mainly to he .added to the 
present equipment in order to give 
tbe college offices the amount of 
furniture they actually need and 
have prerlonsly done wlthont. He 
indicated, howevei-,' that some of- 
fices would probabiy do away with 
solBe of «ilier inferior war surplus 
furniture nillCh ban been in use 
since the war. Such articles, he 
said, will go into a furniture pool 
from which other depsrtnents 
may draw if the need still exists. 

Wmat Cter-IiONds Received 

Seaton said that fonr ear-leads 
of furniture have been received so 
far and that three more are .yet to 
come. "Our oiigiintl platiw did not 
call for such a large order," he 
stated, "but by ordering a large 
quantity we are at>le to get a 15 
percent price reduction from the 
wholesale prle^ which Itself is 80 
to 40 percent below the retail 
price. Bjr ordering in quantity we 
» been able to save liroa IS to 
Id ttotteaitd dollmv."

Spends Additional iSO^ 

An additional 20 thousand dol- 
lai's baa been spent for class room 
and ~ getferal vtlltty equipmMt.

Other shipments, which are not 
related to tbe office and class 
room 'ifilpmettts, include kitchen 
equipment for the new' girls' 
dormitory. Dean Seaton Indicated 
that ocden «• be^ plaeed far 
bedroom tnraitnre also.

Storage stocks on 
pork and lard are down S to 40 
percent.

They eat 
more heavily during the last of 
five or six ataffn tbey go tliriiugh 
— often about six times as much 
in the last of t^e stages as through 
out the remainder of their lives. 

So they 
may do much more serious dam- 
age in the state unless brought 
under control, the K-Btate ento- 
mologist warned.

Eaater Day Is now determined 
as the first Sunday after the full 
moon which matures upon or after 
the 21st of March. If the moon 
matures upon «.

' The coloring of the Easter eggs 

red, blue and yellow was inspired 
by the »ys of the aurora borealis 
and the dawning knee of the Em- 
ter sun. 

At Easter the hearth fire was 
lighted afresh, in acme Catholle 
countries and communities the 
Easter hearth fire is commemor- 
ated by candles carried to be lit 
and blessed at the altar, the flame 
being guarded ao that the lowly 
home fire may be rekindled on 
Easter morning. 

Eaater bonfires were kindled on 
the hills, dispersinf; evil spirits so 
far as the fire shed Its light. 
Around these purifying tlrw young 
couples who desired to be mar- 
ried during the coming year sang 
and danced or gave three leaps 
over the flames. 

Many coremonles, growing up 
from early timM, clustered around 
the celebration ' of the Easter fes- 
tival. One of the most notable of 
these was the burning of the Eas- 
ter candle. This was a larg^^ 
candle whlclr was" placed on the 
north side of the altar. It was 
kept alight throughout the E.a«tar 
services. The pasebal, as It ia 
called, is an elaborate ronstruc- 
tiou of polished brass about 38 
feet high.

Of the new Insecticides, DDT 
plays a very important role. It 
has been Implied that DDT is a 
contact poison only, but against 
some insects this material acts as 
a Btoiiiach poiHon also. No onR 
has yet proved that is could func- 
tion also as a fumlgant. Recent 
disclosures of finding DDT in milk 
when cows are ted forage which 
has been sprayed with DDT, makes 
the use of this liifipnttrlde on cows 
or in dairy barns inadvisable. 
Snbstltnte mettarayeblor or a py- 
renone spray should be u»ed for 
fly control on cows and in dairy 
barns. But DDT spray may be 
applied to the outside of barns 
and other farm buildings for fly 
control. DDT spray is still recom- 
mended for horn fly control on 
beef and range cattle, bat most 
aiithorltJcH stato this should not 
be done within a montii of slaugh- 
tsrlng,

The never Insecticides, except 
the pyrenoiies, are animal poisons 
and persons handling them should 
treat them as poisom. Exposure 
for a day or two to the concen- 
trated forms, during which' the 
hands come into contact with the 
insecticide, ts likely to, cause ill- 
ness.

Immediately a loud thud, then 
a mob of students gathered 
around the sma^-ied tree top with 
saws, ropes, and other odd shaped 
tools. At first, I thought there 
was going to be a lynching the 
way these eag&r-beaver students 
started for the fallen part of the 
tree. After inquiry, one of the 
students informed me this was 
Professor Keen's tree skinning 
arboriculture class gettbtg their 
practldal espwienoe. 

Usp Rope To Ascend 

Looking up in the tree I noticed 
there were only a few scaffold 

branches, the nearest one about 
30 feet from the ground. I tried 
to flgnre out how the young ar- 
bor ist got up to the top of the 
tree since I1& was not equipped 
with auy polo clitnl>ers, and In a 
few minutes I noticed he started 
descending with a rope tied around 
his waist and legs In a halter 
fashion. 

Students are Instructed In the 
proper methods of pruning shrubs 
and trees; later they praetlee on 
ornamratal plants on the campus. 
Shrubs that bloom In the spring 
are pruned after tiimy bloom, 
whUe fall blooming ones are 
pruned in tho^irlng. Other phases 
of arboricultuer stuAed are trans- 
planting. fartlUtNEt spiaarlng.

Have Tre« Is Moved 

Thft la^eit tree on record to be 
moved was a 75 ton American elm 
In Wisconsin in July of 1940. 
This involved methods similar to 
those used in house moving. A 
ball of soil S2 feet in diameter 
and 42 Inches thick was Vttbved 
with Iho 74 year old tr«e, which 
had a height of 71 feet, a spread 
of bftinehes of 50 feet, and at 
breast height had a diameter of 
29 inches. When »raned In 1944 



the tr&b showed a normal and 

heaJthy condition. In Kansas, 
trees larger than five inches in 
dtometer 8i« not moved heeanse 
of the esqienao and* took of .oanip- 
ment.

"There Is, I think, no groiMf 
for inferring that the film eom- 
iwnj' did not genuinely feel that 
more spaee . ought to be demoted 
to. tho film ' itself and loss to tho 
personal views and what they 
might, regard as idiosyncracies Qt 
the critic.' ... 

"It is no evidence of malice 
that their motive in withdrawing 
their Invitations to Miss Robertson 
and asking the BBC not to emplcqr 
her . . . was Inflnenoed by finan- 
cial teterefelA."

Runs On Schedule 
At Private Estate 

St. Louis — (U.R)— The Wabash. 
FriKco & I'arlfic runs on schedule 
all right, but unlike otber^ rail- 
roads, it doesn't bave to botber 
about surh things as fares, large 
fuel bills, wages or strikes. 

ISvery Sunday, barring unosn- 
ally bad weather, the W. F. & P. 
makes six regular runs on the 30- 
acre snburban estate of a retired 
(! ti H t oma-boiise broker, WUCrad 
Schade. 

In charge are S< man. lawyers, 
chemists, salesmen and tba like 
during the week, who avidly pur- 
sue their hobby, operating the W. 
F. ft P. miniature ratlroadi Just 
for fun. 

The group begffn "railroading" 
In earnest about 10 years ago aft- 
er a suburban Maplewood maebln- 

ist. William Geist, offered to let 
them have his one-foot-gauge 
coal-burning engine if they would 
be willing to lay out the tracks 
and furnish the other necMsary 
raUioa^i faeiUtles. 

Approvetl by Court 

The hobbyiste did, and the 4- 
4-0 (fenr-wheal pilot truck, tour- 
drive wheels and no trailer truck) 
locomotive was theirs. Schade, 
whose son, Carlisle, was one of 
the original enthiialasta, turned 
his estate over to the men 

Everything was made official 
when the St. Louis County Circuit 
Court issued the W, P. ft P. a "pro 
forma" decree of incorporation. 

The Lilliputian railroad now 
beasts two ea^taes. several cars, 
more than a half-mile of main- 
line track, a turntable (believed 
to be the world's only one In eae- 
foot gauge) and an boneafc-to- 
goodnesB railroad station. 

Built on a reduced scale, S 
feat long and 80 incbM high, the 
dlufautl've 'Iron hones" are "com- 
plete in every detail, down to a 
cow-catcher and a coal ^tender. 
Road Runs on Time 

The engines have hauled as 

many as 100 passengers at one 
time on the little train, consisting 
of four wooden and four steel 
cars, one stsel gondola, one pas- 
eenter ear and a caboote, 'at a 16- 
mlte-an-hour clip over the nar- 
row-gauge traek. 

Keeping a strict time-table 
schedule, the midget railroad 
makes three southbound and three 
northbound runs each Sunday. A 
dispatcher keeps in constant com- 
munication with station operators 
via telephone and telegraph con- 
nections. He barks out precise 
train orders and does a split-sec- 
ond Job of dispatching. 

A series ot block signals and 
lighted signs dot the W. F. ft P. 
route. Dressed in regular rail- 
road garb, the 26 hobbyists han- 
dle the line's operational and 
maintenance work. 

Directed by Board 

The railroad has a two-attorney 

legal department, a chief surgeon, 
a public relations man and its en- 
gine boilers are periodically given 

checkups by the Hartford Steam 
Boiler Inspection & Insurauce Co. 

A board, eomposed of promi- 
nent business and professional 
men. directs the non-profit organ- 
ization. 

As for pulling out on time, 
Supt. Carltalfl Schade says it 
would take a "pretty bad bliz- 
sard" to stop the W.F. ft P. 

Explains Sebade. almost heat- 
edly, "The Pennsylvania and 
Union Pacific run In the winter 
time, don't they?

Anadarko, Okla., April <U.R) 
— An elderly fanner squtated 

grimly into a biting, blinding 
sandstorm which pushed dunes of 
diriy-ping topsoU a<»rosa Ills once- 
fertile farm. 

"I'm not giving up," said J. A. 
Lane. "Dust snd drouth came be- 
fore and we Heked it. We can 
lick it again." 

Ues In Middle of Bowl 

Lane's 160-acre farm lies in the 
middle of a "potential dust bowl" 
which government agencies say 
extends over ^6 0,0 00 acres of 
Southwestern Oklahoma, The area 
hasn't had a soaking rain in six 
months. An unceasing wind gnaws 
at Lane's farm, spreading a cau- 
eerova growth of dunes and kick- 
ing up dirt ctottda that swirl far 
across county. 

Lane Tiews the desolation of 

his farm a.s an act of . Ood. Hfr 
prays for relief — for rain. 

About 850 farmers within a 10- 
mile radius of Lane's pl4ce share 
his longing for rain but many of 
them are better- off than he. 

Only a few hundred yards from 
Lane's devastated farm are grow- 
ing crops, ItWh and green in a- 
mazing contrast. 

That land has been bandied by 
modern boII conservation methods 
different from practices, of the 82- 
year-^ld Lane, who has worked 
the same land since 1907. 

Lane knows that dry weather 
isn't the basic cause of his trou- 
ble. 

"I was luit unlucky," he told 
me. "We didn't get anything 
planted as a cover crop before 
the last good rain. My land Is 
naked. It doesn't have any pro- 
tection from the wind." 

Local dust storms rise over a 
60,000 84nar» mile area in Caddo 
county. Oklahoma, every day or 
so. The gritty clo'uds have spread 
across the entire Southwest and 
Middlewest a few tlmea but they 
form more frequently here. 

Dirt Piles Like Bnowbanks 

The dunes of drifting topsoil 
encroach on Lane's farmyard, pil- 
ing around his outbuildings like 
snowbanks. --In some places the 
dunes are drifting from eroded 
land onto growing crops of ad- 
joining farms. 

Roads in the area are choked

are impassable. School bus drivers 
go several mllee out of their way 
to avetd dvst-elonred roads. Mail- 
men also detour and casual tour- 
ists — like uewH reporters — get 
stuck in the Sahara-like landscape 
when tVey drive section lines 
without caution. 

Farm women have despaired ot 

growing their usual vegetables. 
Housework — if they want to keep 
the place clean — requires twice 
as- much -effort as usual. Hanging 
out a' laundry is risky but the 
women hurriedly wash their 
clothes when thtf wind is .calm aa'd 
try to dry them before the dust 
returns. 

Lane's farm wasn't badly hit 
during the drouth-rldden **dlrty 
thtrtips" and that may be one 
reason why he's taking It on the 
chin this time. « 

Other farmers 1« the area who 
suffered more during the 30's 
have listened caretuUy td the ad- 
vice of 80 n conservation experts. 

Years of Crop Failure 

Paul Jaekson, another oldtlmer, 

who lives nearby, experienced 
years of poverty and crop failure 
in the 30'e. 

"We ate blackeyed ppas and 
corn bread for years and I'm not 
forgetting it," said Jackson. 

JaclHon now tills 760 acres 
wlfh an Impressive assortment of 
modern equipment. He has 125 
acres of wheat "off to a good 
atarr* deaplte -ifreen bugs which 
have damaged this crop on neigh- 
boring fields. Hf^ also has 300 



acres of pasture for ISf'tiMd <a€\ 
livestock. 85 acres of oats and 
smaller truck garden projects. 

"t'TB planted shelter belts 
grown cover crops on my land fo^r 
the ^ast 14 years," Jackson said*. 
"Now* rm'eaalilng Ih but it waa; 
rough and rugged for a yxmtf^* 
time.'* ^, 

The memory of the earlier dtttt ~ 
bowl era still lives with Jacksoft 
and others. Thousands of farmers 
fled the disaster from 1930 to 
1940. Many beeame pitiful mi-> 
grants ahff the alckoamo "Okie" 
then stood for poverty and hojte-'^ - 
isMuess. " r- J 

The "Okies** will purrhre*^ 
drouth in better shape this time, 
believes C. G. Gardner, U.S. SoU'v 
Conservattoalst 'tor tbls district. 

"FIghttaig wind erosion must 
he a personal battle for each_ 
farmer," Gardner said. "We-ksoir ' 
what causes it and how it can \kr^ 
cured. It's Just^ matter of edn*- 
catlon and inspiration." ' 

Lane's "^ct of God" theory 
isit't shared by farmers of Gard- 
ner's persuasion. Drouth may be 
as Inevitable as death and taxpa. 
but they e<miend vtnd 'eroslo 
can be ooatrolled*

"I believe Kansas State's Stu- 
dent union is now in sight," said 
Elsenhower. 

Kansas State's Student union 
fund, accumulated from student 
fees, will contain $500,000 by the 
time the funds are needed. At 
the end of the current year, the 
fund will total |4 16,000. Student 
fees next year will add approxi- 
mately $fiO,0 00. The fund will have 
the reg^ulred half million dollars 
by December fOSl. with the addi- 
tional fees collected durinp the 
fall term of that year. This is 
one-fourth of the estimated 2 
million dOfUu* cost of tht SttlAluit 
union. 

"I believe we can build our 
Student union for 2 million dol- 
lars at present constmetton costs," 
said the President. 

The Student union fund and 
the half mlllton to be appropri- 
ated by tlie state !« half of the 
structure's cost. The balance will 
be borrowed. 

Student union foM will pay for 
the debt within SS years and the 
income from the Student union 
facUltlea (snack bar, cafeteria, and 
howling all^) will pay for opera- 
tion of the building.

Secretary of State Dean Acheson undoubtedly 
will be asked about the Busslsn pn^eat at his 
woeVily newa tonrrrcnfe.

No one here contested Russia's legal right to shoot 
or foree down a foreign plane over its territory. 
But to attack an unarmed bomhfr, they said, is 
certainly stretch iug legal rights pretty far. ^ 
The S<yriet government made Its protest yester- 
day. It said that last Saturday an Anioricaii air- 
plane "of the B-29 type" approached Lepaya and 
opened fire on Soviet fighters that Intercepted It. 

The Russian fighters returned the fire. It saifl* 
and the bomber fUnl out tn sea. 

The Air Force promptly announced that none 
of its B-SI*s were In the area last Saturday.

18, Is not decided on 
to do after high school hnt

resort." Bta father Is a coal miner 
too.

Despite apparent general apa- 
thy ou tlie part of the youngsters 
toward coal mining, the Industry 
it confident of recruiting all the 
young replacements it will need In 
the future, employment sonrice 
official« said that at present they 
have little 4^ifflcalty finding men 
to fill openills. 

Better wages, mechanization of 
mining processes and improved 
working and safety wonditions are 
depended upon to keep the coal 
companies supplied with labor 
personnel, they report. 

Mechanisation, combined with 
the closing of worked>out mines, 
is rapidly cutting down the num* 
her ol employes because one ma- 
chine' can do ^e work of several

The industry's problem now, 
howeVer, la to get the youngsters 
into the fold becau.se it finds the 
older miners (the average age of 
a mlBW le about 40) lack phy- 
sical strength and technical know- 
how to handle the intricate nta- 
ohlnes of modern-day mining. 

"It is evident that a new claM 
of miner will be required to meet 
the .new 'coitditlbDii," a^d Ml D. 
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Cooper, director of mining engi- 
neerinR education' of the National 
Coal AsBoclatlou, the 'ichamber 
of commerce" of the bltamlnoun 
industry. 

"He will be a highly skilled me- 
chanic, able to operate or matn- 
lain Hiiuii>im>nt that is both heavy 
and fast moving. To be successful 
he will need a thorough training 
in the luechanlca of machinery 
and the application of electricity." 

That la the prospect the indus- 
try Is setting before^ high school 
and college youths. 

"The National Coal asaocl- 
ation," said John D. Battle, its 
executive vice president, "is ac- 
tively carrying on a campaign di- 
rected toward alleviating th«4,KSAC 
shortage of properly trained tech- 
nical per.minnel available for em- 
ployment in the indaatry.*' 

Training Tromoted 
Cqoper devotes all his time to 

the promotion of mine training 
courses in* colleges and high 
Bchoola throughout the soft coal 
belt. The anthracite luduatry has 
also made a start in that direc- 
tion. 

Class members usually aro sons 
of coal miners because "they aro 
familiar with the working and 
living conditions of coal mining."

hUftMidi JtbModi Will Bt 
Generally Good for 1950 College Grads

Wltb about 900,000 college stu- 
dents graduating this year — the 
largest numtier in our country's 
blstory-^-tbe- job outlook tor the 
new college graduates is generally 
good. It is not, however as good 
as ia 1»47 nnd 194S. 

The outlook Is clouded by three 
factors: the large number of 
graduates who wOl be. seeking 
Jobs; a moderate increase In the 
total number ot unemployed per- 
sons; and the filling of war-cre- 
ated ahorkagea of college graduates 
In somo cpoBUOlMd fields by the 
large graduatb^E Olanai Of 19tS 
and 1849. 



Bacleally, the economy of tiie 

country Is strong and there Is a 
general concensus that production 
and employment wtll ^'triRatn high 
during 19B0. However, the big 
problem facing the economy is that 
of constantly providing more goods 
and services and utilizing fully 
a labor forco that is growing at 
tho rate of 600,000 to 700,000 
workers a year. Even U! employ- 
ment eontlnnw during 19 SO at 
about the same level as last year, 
as it is expected to do, Unemploy- 
ment will Increase bmA. }oto will 
be harder to find. 

Graduates seekinjT Information 
on expanding Industries or sec- 
tions ot the country need' to re- 
member this basic fact: most ot 
the Jobs taken by this year's col- 
le>ge graduates will be, as usual, 
those which have been vacated by 
othRr workers. Deaths and retire- 
ments at the top of the occupa- 
tional ladder create tbe largest 
number of opcninf»s at thp bottom. 
It follows that most of the open- 
ings will occur In the large indus- 
tries and the area^ where there 
are now the heaviest concentra- 
tions of employment. 

Employment in certain parts of 
the country is growing more rapid- 
ly than in others in tho long-run. 
This is true on the West Coast, the 
Sontb Atlantic region *and Texas. 
However, the supply of workers in 
some ot these areas — the West 
Coast (or example — faM '^ereased 
more rapidly than Job OM>ortuni- 
ties. Moreover, in rural areas of 
the country generally the need for 
workers la some of the profession- 
al fleldto la sreater tn cttles. 



For many college graduates oC 
the class of 19 SO. tba <aet that 
American Industry Is In a period of 

intense competition for markets 
will be the major reason for suc- 
cess in finding employment. In- 
dustry responds to competition by 
pushing advertising and sales ef- 
forts and by cutt&tg prodnotloa 
costs, streamlining operations, re- 
placing obsolete equipment, and 
redesigning products and plaatl. 

Oenezal obsarvations about caoh 
ditfon In th» fob -market tend to 
bide widely Tarylag situations. 
Prospects are escellent in some 
occupations, industries, and areas. 
In others, where wartime and post- 
war shortages have now been 
filled, maay graduates will fiaid 
it difficult to get Jobs. 

In teac^ng, for example, there 
is at once an acute shortage of 
personnel in the elementary 
schools and a growing oversupply 
at t.be high school level. For the 
current lehool year, only one ele- 
mentary teacher was trained for 
every tiliree who were needed. On 
the other hand, four times as many 
students completed training for 
high schoid tiwfflilwg eg were re- 
quired. 

Other professional fields in 
which stiff competition for |olM li 
expected in tbe next few years In- 
clude: law, journalism, and per- 



sonnel work. In engiqoaring, the 
number of graduates will exceed 
tiloilvamtber of openings in the 
early WHi'i; after the next four or 
five years, the employment situa- 
tion for new graduates is likely to 
improve in this 'rapidly growing 
profession. In chemistry, competi- 
tion will be keen during the next 
few years among persons without 
graduate training; th& outlook is 
better for Lhose with graduate de- 
groM. ' ' 

There will probably also be an 
oversupply of bnalneiw administra- 
tion graduates. A aurplus of new 

graduates has already developed 
In the field of accounting. 

Liberal arts graduates with 
work experlesiea or specialized 
training wUl;ftnd It easier to get 
Jobs than l^isea with only a gen- 
eral undergraduate education. 

Prospects for new entrants are 
good tn health service occupations. 
There is a current shortage of 
nurses, and demand for nursing 
servlee will probably continue to 
rise. In medicine and dentistry 
those able to Miter and complete 
training will have good opportuni- 
ties; however, competition ia very 
keen for admission to professional 
aeboOls. 

In pharmacy the supply of new 
graduates has almost caught up 
with the demand; tbe profession 
may he overcrowded in the long- 
run if enrollments in pharmacy 
colleges continue at present'hlgh 
levels. Good opportunities aro ex- 
pected also for other occupational 
groups important in health ser- 
vice, such as veterinarians, medi- 
cal X^ray tecbnlclanSv medleal 
laborfitory technicians, dental h^- 
gienisu, physical theraptits, occu- 
pational th«aplatB, and dieiltiuia. 

The picture facing this year's 
graduates is a mixed one. Business 
conditions as a whole are con- 
tinuing good. In spite of this high 
level of business activity, the 
growing labor force and growing 
productivity may well result In 
high' levels of unemployment. 

The picture for Job opportuni- 
ties is ei^uaUy mixed. Some occu- 
pation* aire overevpplied wttb 
graduates, and the coniQetttloil 
will be intense for the an^IaMe 
Jobs. Othw fields have a duiauni 
for jobs which far outweigh the 
available supply ot trained people 



to fill those Jobs. Those whose 
training lies In the e^wded ttelte 
have several altemativm open to 

them. 

Flrat of all, they w((tild be we 
advised to explore the posslbiltt: 
of entering any field closely alHe 
to tiieir field of primary intersat. 
where there may be more open- 
ings. They should also explore the 
possibility of graduate training to 
equip themseivea wttli more ape- 
^jaliied aWlli.

Europe's Dollar Shoito^e 
Affects Kantat Farm«ri 
Thinks Economics Prof 

The dollar shortage in European 
countries is having a harmful ef- 
fect on Kansas farmer, Leonard 
Scbruben, professor of economics 
and seelology at Kansas State, 
said today. 

Foreign countries cannot buy 
our products beeanse they dont 
have the dollars, he said. "The 
only way non-Americans can get 
enoiigb d^ars- to- bnr oar gesds 
. . . wheat for Instance . . . , 
is for them to sell their goods In 
4he United States," he said, idd- 
tug that onr high tariffs have 
made this almost impossible. 

•The shorti^ge of dollars has al- 
ready redueed onr exi^rts of 
wheat", Sehrvben eaid. 

Loans and gifts to European 
countries have helped them to ob- 
tain dollars, he eontinaed. "But 
in the long run, people in 
this country must buy from 
people In foreign countries If they 
want to continue to sell abroad."

UNESCO Fund Grows 
To Send School Books 
To European Students 

One httndred fifty dollfrt has 
been collected by the Kansas Com- 
mission for UNESCO for a fund to 
send 44,000 unused Kansas ele- 
mentary tebool books to European 
students, Mrs. Carol Stensland, 
executive secretary, reported to- 
day. 

The books are the accumulated 
surplus for five years in the 105 
Kanaaa comities. 

Osage City schools were the 
first in the state to contribute to 
the fund, Mrs. Stensland said. Re- 
mainder of the money already col- 
lected has come from service or- 
ganUattosu and individual gifts. 

The books, all unused, are eight 
different reading texts replaced 
this year by new books or revised 
editions. The state board of edu- 
cation made them available for 
shipment overseas. CARE (Co- 
operative for American Remit- 
tances to Europe) Is anxlona to 
get the books and will "pay the ex- 
penses of shipping and distribut- 
ing them abroad, Mrs* Stensland 
said. About ? 2,000 is needed for 
freight only from Topeka to a 
New York port. Students in the 
Washburn university UNESCO 
will pack the books for shipment. 

Mrs. Stensland said some news- 
papers and radio stations may 
sponsor the "Kansas readers to 
Europe" program in their respec- 
tive cities as a commniilty aervice 
project.

President Milton B. Eisenhower 
continued his series ol weekly ra- 
dio broadcasts today by commend- 
ing the Kansas Farm Bureau tor 
Stimulating among its members 
and other Kansas tarmera a study 
of Farm Burean-Colleg* retafetoh- 
ships In extenaion. 

Following the Smith-l<ever 'Act. 
of ttl4, Kansas county Farm Btt-' 
teau organisations and the Collage 
extenaiba aarvlee have worked eo- 
operatlvely to take "useful re- 
sults of research to farmers." The 
same practice prevailed through- 
out the tTnlted States. More recent- 
ly all but seven states have "di- 
vorced" the VmTm:9mmm Utm 
College extension programs, 

Fnvor Ht'^aration 

Several national farm organiza- 
tions, including the Orange and 
Farmers Union, now contend tbe 
two shottld be entirely separated. 
A jotut committee represt^ntlng 
the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the AHoclatioa of Land-Grant Col- 
leges and Universities (of which 
Kansas State 1* one) felt a public 
ageney (Bxtenalon awnriee) afeoaM" 
not have preferential relationship 
with a private organiaalion (Farm 
Bureau) which- engage* In com- 
mercial and legislative activities. 

Eisenhower pointedly did not ex- 
press his personal opinion on a 
possible separation of the Kansas 
Farm Bureau and the Kanena State 
Extension service.

Philadelphia — (U,R> — A hereto- 
fore unpublished l^ter by Ulysses 
S. Oraat glTes a picture of Oenerol 
Robert E. Lee waiting in an apple 
orchard before aurrenderiag the 
Confederate army at Appomatoi, 
Va., in April, 1865. 

The letter turned up among 
thousands of nncatalogned items 
In the Simon Gratz collection at 
the Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Writing in 1884 of the historic 
meeting in the McLean house, 
Qrant related: 

"When I received a note from 
Lee aAittg to meet me at Appo- 
matox, I sent him a note sayiiig ( 
that I would be there as soon as 
possible. - ^ 

"There was an old applf>^ orchard 
on the hillside opposite McLean.'s 
house, where the advance of Lee's 
army had baked when the white 
flag was eathlbited. A farm road 
ntns dlagonaUy up the hill 
through the orchard. In places, 
where trees were Olose'to the 
wheel tracks , . , the roots had 
been cut off by being continually 
run over. Thla leil a low bank 
between the road and the treee 
so cut. 

"When the officer who bore my 
reply to Le» r^a^hed him be was 
seated on olfe df thone embank- 
ments, wiih his feet in the road, 
and his back against the tree. He 
was then im^ed to paa* fbrougb 
our liiui, til « 1Am»9 le mwm m 
arrival."

There Is danger that the vast 
acreage of governmeht and private 
pine forests in the West may be 
destroyed by the mistletoe which 
kills the host trees by alow stran- 
gulation. It also reduces the value 
of good timber ttr iprofivelng 
scrawny trees. 

Dwarf mistletoe spreads its 
seeds as as 60 feet by aa ex- 
plosion of the aesd sack. 

For^ters and scientists think 
that by clearing out a fiO-foot wide 
ci^le of suspected mistle area, 
two or three times at two-year In- 
tervals, they can break the itraa* 
gling mistletoe-hold. 

This Indeed presents a grave 
problem for colfege coeds 
throughout the nation. Perhaps 
scientists will discover a substi- 
tute before it's too late.

Students Learn Advanced Baking 
in Experimental Milling Courses

Kx peri mental baking I Is a class 
for students la tnining. It Is a 
required course for students in 
milling fhemiatry, but tlie girls 
enrolled in tlie class because tlu^y 
wanted to gain more knowledge 
ds tbe fundamentals of advanced 
baking. 

This class Is different from reg- 
ular foods classes in that tbe tech- 
nicntlties of baking und flour mix- 
tures are studied more thorough- 
ly. Twelve stndents are now tak- 
ing tlip course. 11 hoys from the 
milling department and one girl 
from the Mbool of Hotne iSeoitom- 

HtH^ts Make Bread 
The class meeti twice a week in 

Vest Ap in the baking laboratory, 
where the students, under the di- 
rection of John A, Johnson, asso- 
ciate professor in milling, make 
bread and test It for varieties In 
texture and quality. Besides mak- 
ing bread and otlier bakery prod- 
acts, students learn to recognise 
Til riiit ions in different dotiKli mix- 
tures and are taught to cope with 
difficulties that may arise In the 
vrocesses ol mixing and bftklltg 
such mixtures. 

The baking laboratory has 
dough mixers. prnofiuK cabinets, 
ovens, and utlicr ugipiLrutus needed 
tor balilng tests in elementary and 
advanced work. Ot^e^ fauipment 
In the bakery Is a CAinpM4>tlot 
plant bakery wliicli is availaijle for 
student training and.qe^ith; The 
tUot plant, or miniature balery, is 
almtlar to a large coinmercial bak- 
ing plant except that the machines 
•re made un a smallair scale. 

Experimental baking II, an ad- 
vanced class, Is an elective course, 
Johnson Mid, where only ttt^ com- 
mercial processes of baked goods 
are studied. After the bread is 
baked it is scored for quality and 
feature somewhat in the similar 
nanner that food Is judged and 
scored in the food classes. 

The fl«tt Used In making these 
products from various parts 

of Kansas. Most of It is milled by 
the Kansas State mill from wheat 
which Is grown at experimental 
stations in the surrounding area. 
Other flour samples are purchased 
■t mills for special expertments 
conducted in the laboratory. 

Citiidiiets Itesenrcl) rnidurtii 
Investigutiou of the use of sugar 
reagents in baking, and puriflea- 
Hon and the use of enzymes In 
baking, are several of the research 
probleniti now lii'jiit; carried out by 
graduate students In milling. "The 
Kansas State milling department. 
In cooperation with the Public 
Uarketing Administration of tbe 
federal government, Is planning to 
do research In the near future," 
lohusou said, "with the use of 



honey In commercial baked prod- 
ucts." 

The new type of bread, which 
requires an extra amouqt of flour, 
has been baked In the laboratory, 
Johnson said, and experiments 
prove that It is quite latlafactory. 
Morris A. Coover, a wheat farmer 
from Kinsley, Kansas, advanced 
the idea and baa had tttpavtmtiitB 
carried out by bakers. 

Tbe new bread requires 16 per- 
cent more flour than is ordinarily 
used in bread, and tbe resultant 
loaf Is about one and one-half 
ounces heavier. Regular bread on 
the bakers counter weighs seven- 
teen to seventeen and one-half 
ounces and sells for 14 cents a 
loaf, whereas the experimental 
loaf weighs nineteen and one-half 
ounces and sells for 1 cents. Ac- 
eordlttg to Johnson, more rasearch 
will be carried out on the pOWtbt* 
llties of the new bread.

All of this is very fine. Probably there isn't a 
single graduating senior who would refuse to join 
the Alumni association if that senior could see 
jnst mmear what the drganliatloB Is. IW tour 
long years the undergraduate walks past the An- 
derson hall office of the Alumni association, but 
nstrer ooee meets wsyttna tren thef»^ wotess he 
happens to go broke In the process 9t getting 
educated and hears that he may get a lean from 
that office. 

Maybe tt's aom et mf boelBees, bat It does 
seem to me that until the Alumni association means 
something nwre than a wonderful opportunity to 
deduct gUta from Income tax returns It Is going 
to haw m wmt». ttna mmom toMm 

Unless I am mistaken an SPC problem discussed 
two years ago had to do with the establishing of 
an all-College placemeat bureau for seniors and 
gcada^ea. There was some bitter discussion at 
the time and regardless of what the final decision 
was, nothing has been done. The heads of some 
of the departneats In tbm College are to be con- 
gratulated for their Hincere efforts in finding em- 
ployment for tbeir graduates. Some department 
heads don't seem too concerned whether or not 
students ever get a job and one recently told a 
senior that he was a very good student, but was 
crazy to follow the field be had studied because 
there was no money In it. "Tou'U be smart Ito 
return to the farm," he told the student. 

If the alumni association were to go all out in 
finding job openings for seniors the average grad- 
uate would see some sense In Joining up. As it Is 
most seniors tliese days are receiving letters from 
prospective employers telling them that their 
names will be pat "on the Ust" and that they'll 
be contacted if any tiling op«is np. In othw words, 
no Job for you. Junior. 

For four years most students In collsce have to 
watch their pennies and nickels. They'd like to 
join the Association, but they are now fared with 
the problem of where they are going to work — if 
they are lucky enongh to eet a j«b at alt. There's 
few students who can afford all of the things 
connected with graduation. For example, gradua- 
tion fees are 19; Invitations range from a tew 
eente to almost a dollar each; the Alumni-Senior 
dinner is $2 a ticket; membership In the Alumni 
aasociation Is a minimum of $3; a class ring can 
be bottght for |88.76 to 889.69. Plus tagna: then 
there's a cap and gown to be rented; and not to 
be forgotten are those little incidentals which al- 
wajn accompany any Important vnmit. It is little 
wonder that the average senior Is a Ut hesitant 
about shelling out any more money than -necessary, 
especially it he doesn't have tbe slightest Idea of 
where he'll be workliNE 6r even Wlal sort of em- 
ployment he can yet 

To top the whole thing off, too many graduates 
very frankly say that Jo&ing the Alnpnl associa- 
tion is simply signing up for a constant list of 
letters and papers asking for mdney tor the Col- 
lege. If this is true, it Is a sad state of affairs. 
However* I tor one believe that an Alumni associa- 
tion has other aims and objects than begging from 
graduates. There are dozens, of functions which 
the' association can and should do — and which it 
probably does do. ITowever. who ever heard of 
any of these thiugs? Certainly not tbe under- 
graduate. 

Tes. I suppose It is rank hereey to not join the 
Alumni association. For that reason most of the 
seniors will join — some will join to get their dean 
off of their back — some will Ma^bseanse they 
ataply want to» bat to date not one good sub- 
stantial reason has ben given why we should join. 
If anymie wuits to present these reasons I'll use 
ttis Mtlttmn aea^ week to presrat ttem to the 
■tndeate.

Curtis Rttcker, a sophomore 
from Junction City, bad a "heck- 
tic" drive home Monday aftMuoon 
following a visit in southwestern 
Kansas. It took him three hours 
longer to make the return trip. 
The highway between Ellis and 
Sallna, on which he had planned 
to drive back, was closed due to 
visibility being nearly zero. But 
Curt was so eager to get back to 
school that he risked going around 
another way. He reported that 
tile worst areas he hit were at 
Great Bend about 1:30 p. m., 
Lyons about 8 p. m., and WcPher- 
son at 6 p. m. 

"The only way I could tell l 
was still OB the highway at times," 
Gnrt Mplalns, "was to drive at 
the edge ot the highway where I 
could feel the tires going oft and 
on tbe pavement. Cars In that 
area had to drive with lights on; 
overr once In a while I would see 
a dim pair of lights creeping by 
my car from the opposite direc- 
tion. I didn't dare at^ at any 
time because another ear might 
bump into me." 

"Between Herlngton and Wood- 
bine from 1:30-2 p. m. I couldn't 
see the road at all," reports Nell 
Erdwien, IJ 4 from El Dorado. 
"I knew the road so well, though, 
that I ttsed the dim outlines of 
telephone poles along the road for 
guides." Bragging a little about 
his home county, Brdwien said 
that he hit the dust a# goon «i he 
left Butler county. 

Some students reported that a 

state truck guided about ten cars 
at a time between Ellsworth and 
Ballna. The dust was so thick 
that they couldn't even see the 
ear three feet ahead of them at 

thUM. 

It took Dick IhiK, a junior In 
chemical engineer lug, five hours 
instead of the usual three to drive 

to Manhattan from his home at 
Stockton. At times he couldn't 
even see the hood of his car be- 
cause of the clouds of dust. 

New Yorker's First Unnt Htomi 

"I'd heard about Kansas dust 
storms, but didn't realize that they 
would be that bad," says Don 
Dauer, a freshman from Syracuse, 
N. Y. "Easter week-end was one 
I'll remember, for I saw Kansas 
oil fields and dust storms for the 
first time, I was mnch imprcs.siMl 
))y the oil country, but didu'i think 
much of the dust." 

Don spent his vacation vIsUing 
a classmate, Charles "Dusty" 
Cloud, a business administration 
student from Winfield-- l 5 milen 
from the Oklahoma border. They 
waited until the*^ dust stopped 
blowing Monday night before 
starting back to Manhattan. 

Even those trdveling from Kan- 
sas City to Manhattan had tales 
to tell of their drive between To- 
peka and Silver Lake. All re- 



ported driving at a snaira speed 
through that area. 

K-Staters weiw gtad that there 
was no water iliortage In Manhat- 
tan Monday night, for those who 
made the trip through the dust 
storm looked as if they bad spent 
a day In a dusty harvest field. All 
were forced to jninp into tub or 
shower before their friends would 
have anything to do with them. 

Other K-Staters who ^ id n't risk 
the storm got up in the wee hours 
of the morning, Tuesday, to drive 
to Manhattan for IJieIr early 
morning classes.

Mention of Notre Dame brings 
to mind the fact that Kansas State 
will use a huddle in 1950 along 
the lines of that used by the Irish 
last year. Frank Leahy's pessl 
mism and tho excellencies of last 
year'a team • wera ' muchly publi- 
cized, but the Irish highlights were 
so numerous that little attention 
was given to Notre Dame's un- 
usual huddle. The Irish claimed 
that the huddle permitted the 
team to get off ten more plays 
than formerly and possibly more 
than any other team. The slime 
system of phiy calling ^was ttted by 
Nebraska here last fall. 

I^euhy Pleased 

The Irish coach said that he got 
the idea from a high school coach 
with whom he corrraponds and 
that he thought it aatlstactory. If 
the huddle is advantageous to 
Notre Dame, which does not need 
extra advantages, it will no doubt 
be used by many college squade 
this year. 

Notre Dame's huddle has the 

quarterback standing to one side 
looking over the defensive squad 
while the other players form an 
abortive square facing the scvini- 
mage line, with the linemen in 
front apd the backs behind, tfpon 
selecting a play the quarterttack 
steps m front of the group with 
his back to the defiMise, While he 
calls the play, all the players look 
at his lips. When they indicate 
they have t!, he gives the signal 
and steps through them as they 
move to their places. 

Oomptete BoMi 

Leahy cUiims that this s^yslem 
has other advantages besides con- 
suming only half as much time. 
The play caller, being isolated, has 
a chance to concentrate on his 
choice of play witttont suggestions 
and It makes him complete boss. 
Such a set-up provides the quarter- 
back a better opportunity to look 
for weaknesses on the defense in 
the form of limps or lethargy. Nat- 
urally, it cuts out confusing and 
time-consuming dlBCUssions among 
the pjayers at to what play to run. 

The South Bend variation elimi- 
nates many of the missed slgnala 
which are common when 11 men 
are bent over looking at the turf 
with their ears tucked away in- 
sld» of cushioned helmets. Fttr> 
thermore, this huddle is snappy 
and pretty to watch so many foot- 
ball tans will see more of the ball 
game now. People have a habit of 
not looking at the huddle uutil it 
breaks up. This eye^teher wUl 
da away with that.

Cattle should never ue turned 
on temporary pasture when they 
are bnngrr but should be fed plen- 
ty of palatable hay every day of 
the year said E. R. Bonewlts, Col- 
lege extension dairy specialist in 
an interview recently. Pasture is 
an excellent aodrce of vitamins 
and minerals and protein for dairy 
cattle *s well as an easy way to 
reduce labor costs. However, ftresh 
green pasture does not contain 
enough dry matter feed for body 
maintenaaee. "Bat m»A coftcen- 
tratf*3 must be added, 

Bonewits suggest* sucb man- 
agemwt i^actiOM as placing dairy 
cows on temporary pasture such 
as Balboa rye, cereal grains, first 
and second year sweet clover, Su- 
dan, and lespedesa. Silage can al- 
so be fed to prevent hunger to cat- 
tle when t«riittd on t/msmmr Pm- 
ture. 

Must WiUcb Off-Flavor 

Cattle should be brousht off 
pasture early before being milked, 
according to Bonewits, to cut 
down on off-navor In the milk and 
to have the cows eat their grain 
readily in the bam thus iiwurlng 
;in iuiiple supply of digestible nu- 
irienta needed to maintain their 
bodies and for miUt production. 

CMtle Need BBnerala 

Animals on pasture should be 
led minerals in the form of salt 
and bosemeal at the rate of 1 
pound for each 100 pounds of 
grain rations. In addition, loose 
salt, bonemeal, limestone and wa- 
ter should be available to the cows 
at ail times. If the herd produces 
a large volume of milk, Bonewits 
ffoeg on to state, a good practice Is 
to let the milking cows have the 
clioice pasture then follow up willi 
the dry cows and replacement an 
imala. 

Extra hay ()r concentrates 
Should be fed to the dry cows atid 
heifers to give them tbe required 
anvount o[ digestilile 'nutrients. 
Calves between six mouths and 
one year old can be pst on paature 
but the grass should be supple- 
mented by hay and concentra-tes. 
"To get tbe maximum good from 
pasture," concluded Mr. Bonewitz, 
"grass needs to be supplemented 
witli otber feeds".

The tiny larva apparently 
chuige to pnparia before the win- 
ter and remain in this stage until 
spring .Midge adults probably ma- 
ture in the early spring and do- 
poslte their eggs In the elm buds 
and flowers of the trees, Dr. 
Smith said. 

Since elm seeds grow go raplflly 
the tiny larva must develop to ma- 
tnritr and drop from the seed be- 
fore the seeds matnre, whloh Is 
about 10 days. 

Won't Harm Seeds 

Unfortunately, said Dr. Smith, 
the seed wing midge does not 
harm the elm seed because the 
ball is on the wing of the seed. 
Elm seeds, particularly in town 
properties, are a great nuleenee. 
Large number of elm-seeds sprout 
iu garden and will produce small 
trees It not destroyed. 

The production of a heavy crop 
of seed also reduces the vigor ol 
the trees so that redaction of 
sppds would have several import- 
ant advantages. Dr. Smith said 
that In time of drouth, such as 
now, U the trees do not have large 
seed crops they will have a much 
better chance for snnriTal.

•tnAant body voted. 

Vet Party 
The All-School Veteran party 
was tonned In *46 by the veterans 
on the campus. This embraced 
both Greeks and Independents, and 
In drawing up the platform and 
nominating their candidates they 
had quite an unnllr tesaton. Many 
of the veterans wrangled on the 
parliamentary practice procedures 
'ttted. and (MK^ thaae arguments 
developed into personal ones. An 
objection that the interfraternity 
council had picked all the candi- 
dates betoi«liui4 was made by one 
student. 

Among tneir proposed plana was 
to have the curriculum modernised 
so that the underclassmen vonld 
have more latitude In choosing a 
major career,, and that there be a 
eompralianslverMitertalBAeBt pro- 
< gram paid for hy student fees. 

This «Ape year thiB Independent 
candtd«ta»hAd Uttle p«bUetty, and 

the Greeks refused to announce 
thioir candidates saying they were 
backed by their own orsaslsation.

The Independent party changed 
their name to the Commonwealth 
party In '47. On their plank was 
the proposal of appointing six non- 
votlDg. representatives to work 
with the student counctl. This 
would include the presidents of 
the four classes, one independent, 
and one from the Interfraternity 
council. Another proposal was the 
remodeling of the Wareham bouse, 
now the music annex, Uito a 
temporary student union. 

Interesting students in voting, 
parking regulations for faculty as 
well as students, and more recrea- 
tion were the proposalh ot the All- 
College party. 

The candidates for each school 
were presented at an all-College 
assembly. Matt Betton played for 
this, and he was much better re- 
e^ved by the 1,000 students who 
attended than were the candidates. 

The only evidence of rivalry in 
this election was a handout sheet 
bearing the heading "Attention In- 
dependents." In this the All-Col- 
lege party was accused of using 
all-Greek ingredients in Its recipe 
for a political party. 

BUght Of the seats of the coun- 
cil were taken by the Common- 
wMltb par^, three by fbe AIIp 
College party, and ose by an tnde- 
pendenl. 

Little pubUidty was done lu the 

'48 election. The All-College party 
gained four aeata in the council, 
OommMtwealth took 4hree, and 

the independents two. In the 
Commonwealth platform was the 
proposal: "Extreme leniency in 
the disciplining of any person who 
has violated existing rules or 
pacts, if Iiis actions contribute to a 
higher degree of school spirit.

Attendance at the fourth annual 
labor-management roundtable fell 
somewhat short of last year's rec- 
ord high of 300. Two hundred 
fifty-eight delegates from all over 
the nation and representing seven 
colleges registered for the confer- 
ence. The meeting got under way 
Friday morning tad ended Sfttur- 
day. 

Speeches and discussion .during 
the two-day round-table centered 
around the theme of "Human Re- 
lations and Tensions. In Industry." 

Speakera Included iloeeph S. 
Murphy, director of panels with 
the American Arbitration associa- 
tion, New York city: William Wal- 
lace, executive director of the 
savings and lApoflt sharing pension 
funds, Sean Roebuck. Chicago; 
Peter Henle, A. F. of L. assistant 
economist, Washington; Jay Cal 
vert, industrial relatione manager 
of Harry Ferguson, Inc., Detroit; | 
and Joel Seidman, Institute of In- 
dustrial Relations, University of 
Chicago. - 

HlflMtglit of MeeUng 

One of the highlights ot the con- 
ference was the address by Wallace 
at the dinner meeting Friday eve- 
ning. Wallace also addressed 
Chamber of Commerce members at 
their forum dinner Thursday, ex- 
plaining the Sears profit sharing 
plan. 

Although he mentioned tbo plan 
la his speech Friday most •t his 
remarks ooncemed the whole field 

of labor-management relations. 
The degree to which his ideas im- 
pressed the delegates was indi- 
cated by one of the quMtloss asked 
following his talk. "Wlqr arw't 
there more men like yout" In- 
quired one delegate. 

Wallace felt that one of the 
prime causes ot labor-mMiai^mest 

disputes is the distance whirli 
exists between the two. He said 
that not only Is this a reality in 
most of American industry, hut 
that he even sensed It In the con- 
ference discussion. "Manage- 
ment," he declared, "does not 
make itself known to the work- 
ers. The workers have no Idea why 
or for whom they are producing. 
When technological changea add 
to the monotony of work, no one 
tries to explain why the changes 
w^ere made and how they will 
benefit the workers." 

Workers ciirtouH 
Workers want to know' these 
things, Wallace explained. They 
want to feel that they are really a 
part of the company Instead of 
being regarded Impersonally as 
though they are Just part ot the 
plant machinery. 

Wallaoe's contentions were born 
out hy some statistics presented hy 
Joel Seidman in his talk on "Hu- 
man Relations and Tensions in 
Industry." Seidman said that a 
poll was conducted aftiong a group 
of workers to find out what they 
expect from their job. "A steady 
Job at good wagw" was at the top 
of the list with "a chance for ad- 
vancement" second, and "a feel- 
ing of being part of the team" 
came in third. Seidman brought 
out a number of factors which be 
felt contribute to bad human rela- 
tions and others which fojtter good 
relations. ■ 

The Mdy other address given 
during the eonf erence was by Gov- 
ernor Frank 'Carlson M the begin- 
ning of the meeting. The rest of 
the timtj was taken up with discui*- 
sions on such matters as grievance 
procedure, IndusMal bealth and 
safely, and Uibor<asnaceBtsnt eon- 
tracta.

Tonight, be^em 7:3Q and 8, 
each party bus l>een allotted 16 
minutes radio time over KSDB to 
be used at their own discretion. 

A political pep rally, wtijcli party 
leaders promise wilt be a short 
auick affair, begins at 9:30 to- 
night In the' parking lot north of 
the Student untoii. This is staged 
solely by the Indepeudenta.

Followlag this ad^ee. I should like to make an 
attempt, by meanfi of these few lines, to llRht a 
small eandUe in the minds of my fellow K-State 
8 ta dents. One of the gvam^toee et o«r oonetltu- 
tlon and one of the most powerful motivating fac- 
tors for Its inception la that there shall be no taxa- 
tion without represmtation.

Steps have been" taken to correct this Injustice, 
hut the final acLion must come from the student 
body a whole. On Tuesday. April IS, the spring 
election of members of the Student Council and 
student members of the Bc»rd of WuteAt PpliU- 
catione will be held. The ballot will also carry 
a proposed amendment to the S. O, A. constitution 
which will provide tor a member of the Oradttate 
school on the fitttdent Oeuncil. RatlficaUon of this 
amendment Is the step that MUST be taken by the 
student body 'we are to correct this glaring flaw 
In our owm supposedly democratic government. 

A least one-third of the student body must cast 
a baUot tor this measure to pass, and ^f the num- 
ber Totlng at leeat tw»41ilrdB must vet* tor latt- 
flcalfon. For some strange reason, one-third of 
the student body has never, within memory, found 
the nergy required to vote at an all school election 
of one day daratlon. 

Many of you will say that this is only one of 
many faults to be found in our out-mo(ied student 
conetlntloii, so why bother with eorreettng Just 
this one. I'll agree wholeheartedly that a new 
constitution is very badly needed, but until the 
8PC committee that ie working on this matter 
has time to prepare a uew one. why not correct 
Bome of the Injustices to be found In «ttr present 
cunstltutlon?

Committee memebrs were to 
meet privately later today.

McCarthy lateuds to submit 
later this week the names of addi- 
tional wltneeses. He declined 
comment, but it has been reported 
the lUt includes Frieda Utley, a 
former member of the British 
Communist party, McCarthy has 
said Miss Utley will testify that 
Lattimore went over to the "totali- 
tarian" camp some years ago. 

Chairman Milliard 7. Tydings, 
D., Md., described the Budens- 
Morgan meeting, a "routine check- 
up" of the former Communist's 
testimony. 

McCarthy, who repeatedly has 
erltlelied Tydings' handling of tiie 
Inquiry, koew ot the meeting in 
advance.

bipartisan foreign policy and do 
"the Kremlin a great service." 

Karl B. Mnndt, R., S. D., dis- 
agreed, saying the administration 
must take the blame for any weak- 
ening of the bl-partisau approacH.

AfifKiMiice Atomic 
Revision 



Washington, April 17 — (UB — 

The Atomic Energy commission 
today announced a sbar:^ revision 
of its research program to speed 
development of atomic engines for 
warships and expand production 
of atomic explosives. 

It ordered the General Electric 
CO. to defer work on an atomic 
power and fuel plant it has been 
designing and to throw its re- 
search brains and resources Into 
development of a new kind of ship 
engine. 

Tbe company also will divert 
a part of Its staff at the Knolls 
.Atomic Power laboratory near 
Schenectady, N.Y., to Richland, 
Wash., for "maximum participa- 
tion" In an "expanded atomic en- 
ergy production program" at the 
Hanford atomic explosives plant. 

The research shaheup means 
that the cumniiasion will be em- 
barked on two separate projects 
to harness atomic energy for ship 
propulsion. The W^tlnghouse 
Electric corporation and the com- 
mission's Argonne National labor- 
atory near Chicago already are de- 
signing an -atomic ship engine. The 
commission hopes to get actual 
constrnetion vndorwa^ tlila year 
at its VMt Areo, I^iklie reaetor sta- 
tion.

The savase nightmaro of massa- 
cre, raping and looting has ceased 
in the divided territory of East 
Bengal and West Bengal, but hun- 
dreds still are In lUght. 



Moslems from India flee east- 
ward to the safety of their own 
kind ill I^klstan. Hindus from 
Pakistan flee westward Into India. 
Ranagbat Is in India, and the fu- 
gittns here are mndn. 

Every square inch about the 
station is covered with humanity.

Rice is cooked in huge 
cauldrons and ladled from buc- 
kets to rows of starving refugee.

George O'Connell, assistant area 
census superintendent, said the 
operation went smoothly 

Captain Tom Crocker of the 
Saivition Army had the meniine 
up in orderly fashion for inter- 
views by seven enumerators. Some 
men wanted to be eounted tvtce. 
But Crocker gently pushed them 
outside. 

"Being counted by the census 
taker lifts these men up," Crock- 
er said. "It reminds them that 
they still are Individuals and a 
part of the government, and God 
knows, they need lifting up."

Arizona AKalfa Dies 
In Kansas Climate 

Complaints that stands of alfal- 
fa from ueed produced In Arizona 
have winter killed are being re- 
ceived from Kiiuisas growers, Dr. 
H. E. layers, head of the Kansas 
State college agronomy deiiart- 
men I, reported today. 

A Nemaha county grower re- 
ports he had an excellent stand of 
Arizona alf%lfa in a field sown a- 
bout August 15 but that It Is all 
dead now. Xiunerous rarniers in 
the viciiiity of St. Marys have re- 
ported simitar experfencei. 

"This is andlher illnstration of 
the value of using adapted seed," 
Myers declared. "We have known 
alfalfa from the Arizona seed is 
not winter hardy and have ad- 
vised agftUist seeding it." 

Xmmm strain Hardier 

C. 0. Orandfield, U. R. D. A. 
agronomist stationed here, liad 
samples of the seed tested for cold 

car- 
loads of the Arizona seed were be- 
ing shipped into. Kansas last sum- 
mer. The results indicate that two 
and one^half times more Arizona- 
grown alfalfa "^n locally-grown 
Kanms Commfin will be winter 
killed at a given temperature. 

A striking Ulustratlon of the 
difference in the two stimins was 
noted by Myers, arandfield, and 
L. L. ComptoQ, saeretary of the 
Kansas Crop Improvement associ- 
ation, on several Pottawatomie 
and WahnunseeXJonnty farms. ' 

On one farm the seed from Ari- 
zona and locally-produced Kansas 
Common seed was planted side by 
side. The Arizona alfalfa was com- 
pletely winter-killed i the I^nsas 
Common alfatta was a perfect

The proponents of more ef- 
ficient parking would be jeered 
at by their fellow men as advo- 
cates of all new ideas have been 
in the past. However, perHiHteiice 
and - determination will see It 
through.

Bill Provision Will 
Moke Vet Housing 
Situation Easier 

Washington, April 17 — (U.R> — 
Officials say a little-pa blictzed 
provision of tbe Housing UIl re- 
cently approved by Congress will 
make It mneb easier for veterans 
to buy blgher-prleed homes. 

The bousing legislation, now a- 
waiting President Truman's sig- 
nature, is designed primarily to 
help private building Indnstry by 
expanding tbe present government 
mortgage insurance program. 
Important FrOTlslon 

But one provision is of particu- 
lar tmpertanee to ex-OI's who 
don't have much ready cash to in- 
vest in a house but want to pur- 
chase one eoffttng tS^tiOO or 
more. 

Under the provUfon. the Veter- 
ans Administration is authorized 
to guarantee up to 17,600 on a 
loan for a bouse that eosts a ve- 
teran more than $12,500. Under 
present law, VA cannot guarantee 
more than f 4,000 on bouse emt* 
inp $8,000 or more. 

orticials said this change In the 
law will provide a "more realistic 
approach" to the problem of help- 
ing veterans own their homes. 

They noted that in many parts 
of the country it is difficult if not 
impossible to buy a satisfactory 
house for $8,000, Veterans arc re- 
quired therefore to make a sub- 
stantial down payment in order to 
buy a higher-priced house. 
Rettcr Risk 

The effect of the change, offici- 
als said, will make it possible tor 
a veteran to buy a house in tho 
$10,000 to $15,000 price range 
with a relatively small down pay- 
ment. He will be a more attractive 
risk tor banks and other lending 
institutions. 

In addition to the new guaran- 
tee feature, the housing legisla- 
tion alaeo would make possible for 
the first time direct government 
home loans to veterans. 

Direct loans would be author- 
ized in cases where private lend- 
ing agenetes declined t^ make 
loans at 1 pprront interest rates. 
But the Veteran must first prove 
to the satisfaction of the Veter- 
ans Administration that be is a 
satisfactory credit risk. 

No single RovernmeBt loan 
could exceed $10,000.

Warren Brandt, graduate stu- 
dent in chemistry, has discovered 
ttvat you can almost count the eggs 
before they're laid. He has found 
that an egg laying hen contains 
certain protein that non-laying 
hens don't liave. The heavy laying 
hens contain more of this protein 
tban -ibfMe wbteb are light layere. 
By testing the blood of a hen tor 
protein it can be determined 
wbetber or not tbe lieii will be a 
good or poor producer of eggs or 
whether it will product any eggs 
at all. 

ProteinH Get a Charge 

Brandt has studied the proteins 
of chickens of both sexes and of 
various ages through a method 
called electrophoresis, In which an 
if-'lectrlcai current la passed Into a 
Ssulution containing the pi;oteins of 
.the chicken. This current causes 
,tbe varlona proteins, whleb are 
electrically charged when in solu- 
.tion, to move at different rates," 
Ithns mparatlng tbe fast-moving 
proteins from the slow-moving pro- 
teins. While this is taking place

Fast and Slow Hens 
The fast moving albumins, ac- 
cording to Brandt, are the ones 

present in the laying hens. These 
proteins are absent in roosters and 
jroung ehlekens. 

Brandt says that the informa- 
tion probably won't be of much 
use to the average farmer but that 
it may be of use to large poultry 
concerns in that the protein may 
be injected into non-laying hens 
to start the hens producing eggs. 

Brandt is also working with 
hybrid birds produced by cross- 
breeding chickens with pheasants 
and with elitekens b«Titig active 
Neweaftte disease.

Newest $Im|i Drugs 

Lake Success, N.Y. — (U.R) 
World Health Organization has Is- 
sued a warning that certain new 
pain-relieving and aleep-producing 
drugs may lead to addiction. 

The WHO. agency of the United 
Nations, recently convened it ex- 
pert committee on - habit-forming 
drugs at Geneva, Switzerland. The 
oommittee chairman. Dr. Nathan 
B. Eddy, principal pharmacologist 
to the National Institute of Health 
at Bethesda, Md., warned that cer- 
tain new substances devised to re- 
place morphine may lead to drug 
addiction as readily as morphine 
itself. 

He said the exceaaive use oT bar- 
biturates, the usual sleep-produc- 
ing dniKs. is reaching alarming 
proportious, especially in tbe Unit- 
'ed States, where production now 
exceeds medical requirements. 
Since 1940, he said, an increasing 
number of morphbw addicts, who 
also were taking larffs ftmannts of 
barbiturates, have been admitted 
to hospital*.

Report Mounting 
Crop Damage in 
Southwest Area 

Minneapolis. Apnl it — flJJ9 — 
Damage is mounting rapidly tn 
the nation's drought-stricken 
southwest winter wheat country, 
the Cargill Crop bulletin reported 
today. 

"No relief from the serious 
drought condition* has bSMt re- 
ceived," the bulletin said, "and 
high winds have caused further 
dust Storais from T«cas to Ne- 
braska. Blowtog Has caused only 
minor damage generally, but local 
areas have had marked losses." 

The bnlleUa noted that a winter 
wheat crop of 7(14,000,000 bushels 
indicated by an April 10 govern- 
ment report Is 121*000,000 bush- 
ebi las* than the SSi,000,000 
bushels estimated last Dee. 1. 

Crop abandonment on April 1 
totaled 16.8 percent, compared 
with 11.1 percent last wmr, the 
bulletin aaid> 

AbaAdoUBiBiit and detrntoratton 
may be expected to increaae as 
long aa drooght and cool waather, 
favorable for greeniiugs, eontin- 
ue, the bulletin added. Private es- 
timates indicate that further de- 
terioration in the Southwest has 
reduced Texas winter wheat pro- 
spects to 10.000,000 to IB.000,000 
buaheteh. 

The bulletin said greenbugs 
have done seriouv naitiBBe lu Irri- 
gated sections of tb» T&um pan- 
handle, where some fields have 
been abandoned. 

The bulletin reported that win- 
ter barley and oats suffered se- 
verely from wlnter-fcillint fn the 
Southwest, with abandonment of 
fields high as 90 percent in South- 
western Kansas and the Oklahoma 
and Tests nanhaadN* and Ne- 
braska.

Effect of Food Habits 
On Health Is Subject 
.Of Grade School Survey 

♦"1*^ Random school at Eureka has 
been chosen one of 12 Kansas 
schools to represent the state in a 
health stndy made by members of 
the Kansas State Experiment sta- 
tion staff, Miss Grace Dixon, prin- 
cipal, anaonneed at a PTA meet- 
ing Thursday, April 13. The study 
begins April 24 and ends April 28. 

Effect of food habits on health 
is subject of the study. It is part 
of a survey of the nutritional 
status of 4th, &th and 6th grade 
children in Iowa, Ohio, Indiana 
and Kansas. The Kagpas project 
has the endorsement of Dr. Adel 
Throckmorton, state superintend- 
rat 6t9ublfc instruction. Surveys 
were taken in Augusta in Janu- 
ary and in Mulvane the first of 
April. 

The study will Include measure- 
ment of each child's physical and 
mental development. A sample of 
fingertip blood will be taken to 
determine Its hemoglobin, vitamin 
C and vitamin A content. Each 
child will keep a three-day food 
intake record. Misses Maxine 
Clark and Qeorglne Bischoff, pro 
^^Ject field agents, will visit some 
^^^gfit the children's homes to get ad 
ditional Information on family 
fbod hablta. 

All information received will be 
etrleUy confidential, according to 
Dr. Abhy Uarlatt, project leader 
for Kansas.

"The wheat condition In north 
central Kan«w and toiithwestern 
Kansas has deteriorated and will 
continue *to do- so unless eome 
rain falls. Eastern and northweet- 
ern Kansas is in better condition 
snd with rains, early this week 
chancea for crops look uuich bet- 
ter", according to Dr. Harold E. 
Myers, professor of agronomy. 

Low temperatures in the soath- 
ern part of the state also threatens 
damage to crops. The state iu 
generiil has suffered from the 
current duyt itoraui, changing 
weather and tha aetlTitlefa .of de- 
structive insects. 

Conditions concerning crops in 

sections of the state have been de- 
stribcd in a joint report by the 
Kansas Stale experiment station 
and federal state crop rotating 
service specialists. The report was 
prepared by the stufjs of the two 
organisations at the request of 
II. I. Tliiockuiorton, director of 
tlie experiment station and Hubert 
Collins, federal state agrlenlture 
statistician. 

KanMi.<4 SurroiM IjOsh 
In an April 10 report by the 
agriculture department, the pro- 
spective overall wheat harvest Is 
due to suffer a 121,000,000 bushel 
loss for 1960. The two chief rea- 
sons being attributed to bad wea- 
ther and insect damage. Kansaa 
is expected to suffer a loss o£ 2T,- 
Tli.OOO bushels alone. 

From lack of moisture last fall, 
wiicat was thin and irregular and 
did not grow enough to cover the 
soil In Central Kansas. It was In 
this area (mainly between Mc- 
Phersou and Concordia and from 
HerlmitflMi to BUeworth) that soil] 
blow worst in the recent dust 
storms. Even in that general area, 
rains could change the situation 
so fields with fairly Kood stands 
could recover, the report staled. 
Wheat planted at the recommend- 
ed time in southwest Kansas Is In 
generally good condition. It made 
enough growth to cover the soil 
but did not exhaust the moisture. 

Insevts CttiMe Damage 

Inaects have canaed and are 
causing damage In Kauas wheat 



fields. Brown Wheat mites are 
adding to dami^ In Southwest- 
ern Kansas, bat are not a problem 

elsewhere. Cutworms are scat- 
tered through Individual fields la 
the southwest quarter of the state. 
Fields infested by cutworms are 
being eaten about as fast aa green 
leaves appear. However, some 
fields next to those damaged most 
by cutworms are not aufferiug. 
Where the cnt worms exist, they 
likely wilt increase damage to 
wheat ^ring the next two or 
three weeks. Wheat in the south- 
ern tier of Kansas counties is be- 
ing damaged by green bugs. The 
bugs overwintered there, the fpd- 
erat state staffs said. Northward 
in Kansas green bugs will threat- 
en whe%t, oats and barley for a-' 
bout two more nioutha. Help in 
controlling tAent win come with 
warm weather, lady bird beetles 
and other predators and parasites 
who live on a green bug diet. 
Huats and mosaic usually appear 
after coustderable new growth of 
wtioat phtiits. Kmiit does not oc- 
cur until liuadiug time. It is too 
early to predict but diseases are 
not threatening wheat in Kansaa 
now, the report stated. 

On April 1 the Kansas wheat 
crnii was esMnuitt'tl at ITn.^Ut,- 
000 bushels for liJSO iu tompart- 
son with the 1949 Kansas wheat 
crop of 104,208,000 bushels.

Show This 
Is Very Dry Year 

Back In 193S, when the hard- 
hitting dust atonns struck over 
the Mauhattan and Riley county 
area and made visibility close to 
zero, the total rainfall for January, 
February, and March measured 
1.S4 inches. 

But not any further back than 
the last few days In March of this 
year, dust storms of nearly the 
same brand whipped up by high 
winds in the Manhattan vicinity, 
followed the same total rainfall 
0^ 1.64 inches for January. Feb- 
ruary, and Hareh. 

These figures were taken from 
the records in the office of Dr. A. 
B. Card well, head of the daiKir^ 
ment of physics at the Collaipe, and 
College meteorologist. 

In 1949 the total rainfall for 
January, February, and March was 
7.89 Inches, contrasting with the 
1.54 total liiohea for the first quar- 
ter of each of the years 1936 and 
198©. 

The weather records at the Col- 
lege show these total rain falls for 
the first quarters of the worst 
"dust bowl" years of the 30*8: 
1934, 1.87 inches; 1936, 1.64 
inches; 1936. 1.52 Inches. Of thesa 
three years, 1934's anaual rain- 
tail of 19.38 inches was tha lowest, 
and 193 6 'a annual rainfall of 
37.71 inches was the hlgheat. 

Slnca waathar Vaeorda were 
started at the College ih 1858, the 
highest all-tlma rainfall recorded 
was 60.8 S ittchaa: the lowest all- 
time rainfall waa 16.13 inches; 
and the average annual rainfall 
waa 30.97 inches.

English Lit Courses 
Good Experience, 
Says Dn Kendo// 

"Take a snrrer course In Bny- 
lish literature and slmontse your- 
self for a semester." This' was the 
advice given by Dr. Paul M. Ken- 
dall of Ohio universitr In a q^eech 
last Friday. 

According to Dr. Kendall there 
ftre several attitudes toward litera- 
ture. One person may picture a 
wife reldxinK with a ho\ of cliooo- 
latos and s novel while her hungry 
child ertea In the kitchen. An- 
other may picture a young man. 
perhaps living In Greenwich Vil- 
lage, forgetting the world entire- 
ly in his quest for good literature. 
These, of course, 'are extreme 
cases, for most iieople value lit- 
erature as a good channel for 
gaining "baekgronnd." 

"The real value of literature 
I lies in the vicarious experience 
I which a good piece of literature 
gives one," said the instructor. 
Literature should be studied in 
connection with one's everyday ex- 
perience, for everyone wants to 
icnow about himself, others, and 
the woHd. 

literature Broadens Mind 

Literatnre, if read In a state of 
awareness. Dr. Kendall believes, 
deepens, and Increases tlie quality 
of experiences which one has, 
feels, and knows. 

"We feel sorry for persona who 
have visible disabilities, but how 
many of us bother to think of onr 
dull receptivity to our experiences, 
which la also a disability even 
though not obvious?" 

This enlivening of receptivity Is 
one of the chief functions of lit- 
eratnre. Good reading material 
brines tile world alive In one's 
mind, where it was only half alive 
before; extends and clarifies one's 
own experiences; gives ISIIO n Psy- 
chological "transfer"; ttttd helps 
the reader to make the moft of 
i his time. 

Need Uteraturc Now 

Dr. Kendall warned, "Tonng 
people feel that tbey do not need 
literature now, but they must have 
It now to appreciate it later." 

"An interesting paradox Is to be 
found In literature," the speaker 
remarked; "in being an escape, 
literature is also a direct part of 
life at the same time," Although 
literature Is not life as it really 
la, It gives everyday experiences 
order and meaning. literature is 
an escape from the world that 
leads one back into the world with 
w faith lA what siq^rieiieefl 
can mean. 

The subject of literature li di- 
vided into the novel, poetry, and 
drama. Hagutne stories, comic 
books, and the like give Tsry little 
extension of experience. This level 
of literature Is, therefore, not as 
good ss the welloVritten novel. 

"What If the essence of litera- 
ture? If the work has a moving 
and pn^srfVLl «f(«ct on yon and 
your «p«rieoce, it ia ^reat."

Culex tftnallff, otherwise known as the common pasture 
mosquito, Is Under close observation by one of Kansas 
State's graduate students Leon Lungstrom. Lungstrom will 
receive his doctorate this spring in medical entomology. 

Lungstrom has-^cMbn the 
motqnito ai tbe^ si^bject (or 
hlB thesis which is entitled, 
''Biological studies on the 
common paBture mosquito in 
Kansas." 

■ Thia study pertains to the 
recognition features of the 
adult and immature stages, 
life history and seasonal 
study including laboratory 
studies, feeding lial)its, fu^ld 
habitats, and oxaiuiiiaUun 
for the presence of pathogen- 
ic viruses. 

Orgmlma dtrn'lnff IHwease 

"TliiH niouqiiito specii's is foiiiid 
lu tbe central aud weulet u (Jul Led 
Sflttsf aM also C«n»dA and Mex- 
li o. Mncli evidence has been ac- 
cumulated In the last few years 
ittdlcathig that this mosQutto Is 
fnipnrtaiit as an organism carrying 
diiiuueiea", states Lungstrom. 

Lungstrom has been working 
for the psiKt year Tor thp U. R. 
Public Health Service. He has 
been working on his thesis during 
this time. 

As an employee of the V. S. 
Biblie Health Service, he is play- 



ing a part in that organization 'b 
fight against vtevs eneephalltis, 
an organism causing Inflammfitton 

ol the brain. 

Try to FiiiU Virus 
He is working with a group of 

scieiuistK, each of which ia a Kpe- 
ciallst in hia field. Their jo}) is 
to find where the virus resides; 
the fitf^anlHiii.H (hat harbor and 
carry it; whether it is found in 
f.iiiih of these siispLM/tcd organisms 
and al.Ho where the virus can be 
fuund during winter and dormant 
periods between epidemics. 

"Til in rcquirr's special studies 1» 
the biulugical relaliuusbip between 
the organisms and their environ- 
ment and i«utonaI -studies on the 
suspected m^nisins. 

We had to develop new methods 
and techniques to fit oni' pro- 
gram," Lungstrom stated. He 
went on to say that they, as yet, 
are not certain what role mites, 
mosquitoes, other athropods and 
parasites, wild and domes tic ani- 
mals play in the disease and traus- 
slon of these organisms. 

Make* Ffeld Trips 

•'During the aunnnertinie we go 
out and spend long hours in the 
field collecting blood from wild 
and domektlc animals, bluod sm k- 



ing liuweti and oib^ arthropods 

to test them for the presence of 
virus causing diseases/' stated 
Lungstrom. 

Lungstrom keeps busy collect- 
ing mosQultoes which are collected 
chfefir ar tflgbt. VaHous melhoAs 

are used to collect these mosqui- 
toes. Two of these methods are 
using lights as an attraettoa or 

using himself as a host. 

"Lights will attract many mos- 
ilultoeB so th^ ean be eollected. 
with a light trap or a suction pump 
apparatus while the collector is 
sitting in a car with the lights 
turned on", aecordlngi to Lung- 
strom. 

He stated that he has caught ^s 

many as 1200 female mosqnitops 
with an insect net in one and une- 
halt hours while they were at- 
tempting to bitp after darlt. 

Put 111 HmaU Cages 

These mosquito specimens are 
then transferred to small cages 
and transported back to the field 
Iaboi%tory. 

At the laboratory he uses ether 
on about 60 mosaultoes at a time. 

He then sorts them to species 
and seals the epeclmens of each 
species in separate glass vials. 

After being properly labelled, 
the vials are sealed with a bunseu 
burner and then stored on dry Ice 
until tested tor viruses at the virus 
laboratory, 

Lungstrom pointed out that the 
ether does not kill the mosquitoes 

in the ;uiHiiint uwert but ttU'V urc 



klUlid wlwia ptaeed on the diT IM. 

THis procedure, Lungstrom said, 
requires efficiency and speed. 

"All this care Is neeessarr to lev- 
sen the possibility of killing the 
Viruses by faulty laboratory and 
eolteetlng teehnlqmes and dida//* 
stated Lungstrom. 

AH the data Is then recorded 
on prepared tfisld fonns. -. 

Work On OCber'phases 

This is Just one ph^ of the 
study. The other men work hard 
in a similar manner on other 
phases of the investigation. 

Lungstrom travels considerably 
during the summer Beason with 
the tl. S. Public Health Service. 
He has made three trips down 
south during hie ttme wttii the 
U.S.P.H.S. 

He received his B.S. in biology 
from Bethany college, Lindsborg, 
Kan.^ during 1940. He then en- 
rolled at Kansas State for gradu- 
ate work in zoology. 

This work was interrupted by 
military service in the Army Medi- 
cal Corps. During 1946 he ob- 
tained bis M.S. degree in zoology 
at Kansas State. 

During the 1946-47 school year, 
he taught biology at Bethany eol- 
lese. He then returned to Kansas 
State to work ou bis doctorate in 
entomology. 

Am VmunaA Incident 

When asked for some unusual 
sidelight during his career, Lung- 
strom told this amusing laeident 
that happened during his gradu- 



ate woirk: "Ofte dar whUe loo kigit, 
for ifew collecting phu»S, I dlipP* 

into a farm yard. 

The lady came ont to find ouf 
what I wanted. After telling her 
of my Interest in her chicken 

houses and other farm buildings 
as mosquito day time resting" 
places, I noted a look of donbt 
her expression. 

No doubt, she thought here Is 
a 'clicker* who la very likely ln« 
tereated In the chickeHs. So I rei 
cetved a sharp repljt^at she kneir 
no mosquitoes rested in her chlcl^ 
en hottsw and there was no heed 
of looking." \ 

"Actually the techniques usi5d 
by the medical entomologist ap- 
pear foreign to the wman nni 
Informed in such studies", I^ung- 
strom pointed out. "If the average 
man would know more about mos- 
quito behavior, the operation of 
the research worker lu this phase 
of, study would not seem iOt 
stranjge. 

Like one fellow vork^ said 

'You have to think like a mosquito 
in order to understand . thi 
iiablts'". ^

The United States filled the 
world's air waves today with its 
charge that Runia shot down an 
unarmed American plane on a 
peaceful mlsston, with a loss of 
ten men. 

The Voice of America bom- 
barded listeners aronnd-thenilock 
In 24 languages with the U. S. re- 
ply to Russia's cliarge that the 
missing Navy Privateer violated 
Soviet territory and opened fire 
on Russian fighter planes. 

Demands Foil IdemnUty 

The account dominated all news 
programs of the Voice, lending 
emphasis to what diplomatic ob- 
servers consider one of the most 
potentially dangerous* develop- 
ments of the Cold War.. 

The text of the U. S. note de- 
manding that Rusda pay indem- 
nity 'for the lives of the American 
crew and punish the Soviet air- 
men who shot them down was 
carried lit imn. 

e^oiw PoWOeaH BiwfclMit 

The Voice also quoted heavily 
from Congressional reaction to 
show that Senators and Congress- 
men of all shades of political 
opinion were behind the U. S. 
government in its demand. 

Officials here expected the Bal- 
tic incident to have two Immedi- 
ate effects On the home front: 

1 — Tend to heal the breach in 
the bipartisan foreign policy, in 
view of the voeiriblUty that the 
sharp note exchange may make 
Soviet-American relations even 
worse. 

2 — Rally strength behind the 
growing movement to build up the 
American Air Force. Chairman 
Carl Vinson, D., Ga., of the House 
Armed Services committee, struck 
a popular note when he said "We 
should spend more money for air 
power to toek up ow protoeta.*' 

The United States threw all its 
propaganda reMturees Into the ef- 
fort to carry the Ajneriean view to 
the ends of the earth. In addition 
to the Voice of America programs, 
the text of the note, McDermott's 
Btatoment, and the reaction were 
radioed to every American diplo- 
matic mission In the world for 
dlstrlbuUon in the Oaily News

Mr. Truman's prospective 19 50 and 1951 deficits 
were announced yesterday by Chairman Welter F.

Calcutta, India, Apr. 18. — (U.R) 
— Calcutta's cholera outbreak 
reached epldelbie proportions to- 
day and hospitals were unable to 
remove victims- as fast as they 
died. 

One hundred fifty-eight new 
cases were reported by noon today. 
More than 100 have been hospital- 
ised dally for the past week and 
atttkorities said these were "only 
a snudl fraetton" ot the strieken. 

Unusually large numbers of 
smallpox and meningitis cases 
have further loaded the wards of 
Calcutta hospitals and overtaxed 
the inadequate staffs. 

Hospttala Crowded 

One hospitgl designed to aeeom- 
modate 230, patients has checked 
In more than 800 dying of cholera. 
Victims are dumped unceremon- 
iously on the floor of the receiv- 
ing room by harassed ambulance 
gtlendants who speed from hospi- 
tals to ftome gnd back without 
letup. 

Bvery hospital bed Is oeenpled 
and mattreipes liave been thrown 
on floors to accommodate other 
seriously 111. As soon as a dead 
body Is removed, the bedding- Is 
changed and a new patient is 
placed on tbe cot. 

The arrival of thousands of 
refugees fleeing communal dis- 
orders in east Bengal was believed 
to have caused the outbreak. 

Overworked doctors admit they 
were unable to cope with the situa- 
tion becanae.. one said, "most cases 
aro too far gone by the time they 
are hospitalized and we haven't 
theLfacUitles give them adequate 
ears.** 

Wards reek with the nauseating 
odor of stale vomit, and unwashed 
bodies as patients lie on bare, dirty 
mattresses, some rigid in death, 
others twisting . and moaning In 
pain. 

Attendants are too busy trying 
to relieve pain to answer pleas for 
water to elean up the p^tieuta, 
most ot wkem ure too weak' to 

move. 

Few are able to accept the pain, 
and the moans of the dying tear 
at the heartstrings of Hhe well. 
Sometimes it is hours before a

The victims range from young 
children to furrowed aged. Dur- 
ing the day, with temperature near 
100 degrees, their agonies are 
worse. Doctors expect the situa- 
tion to remain at least as bid as 
now until the monsoon rains later 
this year. 

Health authorities have ap- 
pealed to all persons lo get vac- 
cinated. Large advertisements tor 
innoculations appeared In 'all pa- 
pers during the past few days. But 
the number of new cases a^pdars 
to be growing larger daily.

Ot bis colieagupa the dt'velopment 
of a new lest for cancer at the 
Aonwlcan AssociaUon for Cancer 
BjiSBearob herd. 

Is 09.6% Aoonwte 

-The new teat, based on a slniplF^ 
process, has bean found to be 9S,6 
percent accurate and Is tbe resnlt 
of 15 years resiMncii, including 
long, tedious uigbts in tbe Penn 
basement where he was experi- 
menting with tissue, of liver of 
cancerous patients, and isolating 
What may turn out to be a eansa- 
ttve agent of cancer. 

Fmi% and Drs. Qeorge C. Hell, 
A. R. Dowdy, and A. W. Bellamy 

told the Asgociation that more than 
4,000 persons had been studied In 
connectlcm with the test, and that 

of that number 830 persons were 
patients definitely diagnosed as 
BQffering cancer. In their cases, 
the test was ttS.fi percent accurate. 

Can Tt'll If All Ih Ki-niovrfl 

The most significant part of 
their report fne the atatoinent that 
those iwrsons who underwent sur- 
gery ror removal of a cancerous 

growth showed up negative In tosts 
eight days after tbe operation. 
Thus, If tbe tests meet other etlnl- 

cal trials and are found to be with- 
out error, cancer doctors may be 
able to determine whether all of 

a cancer ha<! Iveon removed 

Tbe new cancer test technique 
If similar to that ot the Kobn test 

for ayphlllis. It is done quickly in 
a test tube, and requires no micro 
•eopie eatamtnattm. 

Find **&m^&w0 Agme* 

In the first place, Ihp- doctors 
nse the livers of persons who have 
died of cancer. The tissue is 
Sronnd, and prepared In a purl 
fled form. Duing the early work, 
tbe scientists found that the llTors 
of persons who have omcer and 
■ot porttenlarli' canesr of tlie liver 
iMtor that apfiaaMl- to 



be a causative, agent of cancer. 

Tbe medical men.knaw, that the 
human body creates anti-bodies, 

or cheritical fighlers, again.st dis- 
ease but there has been no proof 
that cancer eanses the body to 
create anti-bodies. The new test 
is .based on thi^ assumption that 
cancer does cause the body to cre- 
ate anti-bodies, such anti-bodies 
show up in the white part of the 
blood — ^the serum. 

Mix with Saline Holntion 

In making the test for cancer, 
the West Coast doctors took blood 
from persons in the sttidy and 
mixed it with a saline solution 
containing the "cancer factor" of 
the liver of cancerous persons. In 
the case of persons who had can- 
cer in their body. It was assumed 
tbe blood Iiad e rented antl-bodles 
against the disease. 

Result was that in tuose per- 
sons who dffiniltMy had cancer 
there was reaction in the test tube 
twt. That Is, substances, appar- 
ently- anti-bodies, were "attack- 
ing** the cancer agent and causing 
tbe solution to lose its cloudiness, 
such is a positive test. 

Thoser persons, known to be In 
health and apparently free of can- 
cer, had no such reaction. Their 
serums remained clondy. There 
was no activity of ii "caniMT anti- 
body" attacking the caacer agent. 

Report **F«lHe I'oeltive^'* 

The doctors reported that "false 
positives" were reported In per- 
sona suffering some disease other 
than cancer, but that the number 
of "false positives" could be elimi- 
nated eventually by development 
of the eano^r egent In a more pure 
fomr. 

To further prove their studies, 
the scientists had two other lab- 
oratories make similar tests. Tbe 
results wvrm viiiuatly the same.

World War II vetwans — as tar 
as GI loans are concerned — are 
good flnaiielal rlita In the Wich- 
ita regional area. 

Since inception of the loan 
gttaranty program, almoet five 
years ago, the VA in Wichita has 
approved 20,810 home loans 
amounting to $88,966,600. Dur- 
ing tt^e same period, the VA has 
been asked to make good on guar- 
anties totaling |ftt.S42. 

Local officials of the Wichita 
Veterans Administration regional 
office, pointed out this is only a 
.07 percent loss In «l«tiat agalnBt 
the government. 

The GI loan program went Into 
effect here abotit' December 1. 
1944, and since then a total of 
22,242 applications for home loans 
have been tiled with the VA. 
20,610 have been approved. The 
others were rejected by VA or 
withdrawn by the veterans. 

Although the bvlk of loans re- 
quested by veterans has been in 
the home field, loans on farms and 
businesses also ars imanKBteett by 
VA. 

Loans on farms have not been 
iinlte, as successful as loans on 
homes, local officials said, but the 
results are almost unbelievable. 

The Wichita regional office has 
guaranteed farm loans amounting 
to 15,081.100.00 ftttd has had 
claims totaling $13,297.44, This 
figures only .26 percent loss, which 
Is an vnnsnany fbod record. 

The VA's experience with busi- 
ness loans in the Wichita regional 
area has not been as spectacular 
as the results obtained in the other 
fields. Business loans totaling 
$5,568,400.00 have been guaran- 
teed; losses on some of these loana 
over the pest five years totaled 
$91,687.00. 

The VA estimates tlut the 
^K^d War n Tsteran population 
in this area is approximately 165,- 
000, and about 15 percent of 
these, or S4.000 A%Te obtained 
guaranteed 
553,000.00. ' - 

Of these 24,021 Joans approved 
over the past five years, 3,046 
have been paid back by the vet- 
eran ill full, a total of $9,950,326. 
These paid-ln-full loans were dis- 
tribnted as follows: Home 2,025, 
farm 378, and business 643. 

Another remarkable fact, of- 
ficials pointed out, is that only 
65 foreclosures have beeif neces- 
sary to protect the interests of 
the vevernment sfnee the program 
was started in 1944. 

The average home loan is 
$4,316.00, the average farm loan 
$3,672.00 and the arerace business 
loan 12,722.00.

HecH Stndcnt Union 

"The Student union." said Eis- 
enhower, "is definitely tn tif^'* 
He described the bnllding as hav- 
ing a cafeteria, banquet and danc- 
ing halls, stndent and faculty rM^ 
reatloif fMilitiet. a place tor w 
porta nt meetlnts, MuS will cojt 
$2,000,000. 

That's all to- he done at the 
forthcoming meeting of the state 
legislature. At the following legis- 
lature meeting in 19f>3, the presi- 
dent advised that requests be mado 
for funds for an addition to th« 
power plant, an additional wing to 
the Engineering building, and tor 
funds to convert Thompson hall 
Into a classroom and laboratory 
building for Home Economics, 

Long awaited news of a new 
auditorium was forthcoming when 
the College proxy was asked of 
the third biennial, whleh Will b« 
forthcoming In 1966.

Russia Is Expected 
To Reject Charge of 
Firing On U. S. Pilot

eign observers predict Ru»ttia will 
reject ^n American note charging 
that a Soviet fighter shot down an 
unarmed U. 3. Navy Privateer 
plane over the Baltic sea. 

The note, demanding an apol- 
ogy and iiidrnviiity for tlie plane 
and its missing crew of 10, was 
handed deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko by U. B. Ambas- 
sador Alan Go KlrK at a five-min- 
ute audience tn the Kremlin Mon- 
day night.

Tlie Soviet Press did not men- 
tion the American note, but 
charged that American "imperial- 
ists" provoked the incident by 
^( ncliug the plane otrer Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

The Soviet version is that Soviet 
flghter.s intercepted the plane, de- 
scribed as a four-engine bomber 
•'of the B-29 type". IS miles Inside 
Latvia April 8. When the fighters 
signaled the plane to land, the 
Russians said. It opened fire. ' The 
lead Soviet fighter returned the 
fire and the plane disapi^ared out 
over the Battle. 

In an article obviously written 
before the American note was re- 
oelted the authorttative magaslne 
New Times said that the. Soviet 
tlghur puou "executed their du- 
tlat perfectly." 

"The American provocation in 
the Baltic testifies that Washing- 
ton l^nrsow tho same adventurous, 
provocative path and kindles in- 
ternational incidents and conflicts 
just as did the Na^ and Japanese 
VaselsU," New Times said. 

. Only Ouc OOficluHlon 
"The world's popular masses 
mtm\ draw only one conclusion — 
it is necessary to intensify the 
peace partisans' struggle against 
the criminal intrlgnat ot the' war 
mongera." 

New Times ridiculed the Ameri- 
dan explanation that the missing 
^lane was only on'a ^outUfb train- 
ing XUtbt 

"It w«a training in tha fabrica- 



tion of ' International Incidents," 
New Times said. 

New Times condoniiied British, 
Dutch, French and other news- 
paper.s for "speaking with an 
American accent and shedding 
crocodile tears" over the "heart- 
lessnesa" of the Russians in their 
treatment of a lost American 
plane. 

"If the American fliers really 
suffered distress," the magazine 
said, "they wonld gladly have tak- 
en advantage of the Invitation to 
land at the nearest Soviet airport 
to get necessary aid, then returned 
home."

The tjtle was won !)y the Paeitlo 
cOast club. 

In 1948 Yale again represented 
the east, and this time they lost to 
the western team. Southern Cali- 
fornia. Wichita was the scene of 
last year's tourney and four teams 
competed for the intercollegiate 
title. .Th€ Teicas Longl^Qrus came 
out on top at the close the tour- 
nament. 

This year the coaches associa- 
tion decided to imdnde eight 
teams, one from each district and 
it promises to be a top notch tour- 
ney, even if a bit on the expensive 
stde-i— approximate cost expected 
to be $26,000. There has been 
some talk that a large national 
advertiser will underwrite the 
tournament in Omaha, bat the 
NCAA will no doubt frown on the 
idea unless the advertising is done 
in a dignified manner. 

It's Only lUght 

I certainly hope that the Omaha 
tourney will be financially inde- 
pendent this year as It would start 
the NCAA baseball tournament on 
the road to success and national 
attention. It is only right that 
intercollegiate baseball receive the 
attention given to college football 
and baBeball. After all, the NCAA 
basketball ^touruament was not a 
paying proposition in its early 
days. 

One of the New York baseball 
clubs has advanced the idea that 
outstanding college diamond 
teams play ganiea in big league 
parka— on the style of tournament 
play. The clubs have been asked 
to play a series of games in New 
York on tho liiinn of the National^ 
Invitational basketball tourna- 
ment held in Madison Square Oar- 
den, 

Fear Scouta 
. The coaches association Is waryj 
of the plan as ilu'y fear that tlie' 
big league scouts would go after 
the college ball players. They be- 
lieve tho plan for an invitational 
tournament a good one, but are 
afraid that It wouldn't be worth 
while If a college club playrd in a 
big league park and ended up los- 
ing two or three of its best players. 

I believe that the coaches have 
a legitimate gripe. Major League 
clubs are definitely on the look 
(or outstanding college stars and 
will sign them up at the drop of a 
hat. Officials attached to rollege 
baseball can't quite see this. Pro- 
fessional football and professional 
basketball clubs have agreed on 
a "hands-off" policy In regard to 
college athletes until their elass 
has graduated. But, officials of 
organized baseball feet that "a col- 
lege ball player at the age of 22 
Starts playing profeaslonally at an 
advanced age."' *

"The pitching gets better and 
better every day," wailed the lanky 
Red Sox outfielder," "and I'm not 
t'speiMaiiy confident about 'my hit- 
ting this year. 

"Frankly, I don't expect to win 
the batting championship. Look 
at the odds! Thei^'re all against 
me. Don't forget there are IB or 
20 other top hitters In this league.

Are NeedeH, Claims 
Rain-Making Expert 

Boulder City. Nov., Apr. 10 — 
(ULR) — A Nobel prlse-wfnsing 

BclentlRt says government controls 
are needed to keep 'promiscuous" 
artificial raln-maklng from rain- 
ing the nation's agriculture. 

Dr. Irving B. Langmulr, a raln- 
maidBg «xp«irt,'«t<tl4daed "iHFomla- 

cuous over-seeding" of clouds with 
silver iodide particles to produce 
rain. 

"Experiments have shown that 
preralllns winds could carry sli- 
ver iodide particles over a wide 
area nntil they hit certain Ideal 
conditions, tlteu-rsln would start 
falling," Langmutr said yesterday 
at the IStfa annual show confer- 
ence of agricnltnre and reclama- 
tion officials. 

C^uld Rain in Wronf; Piare 

He feared the uncontrolled rain- 
making would occur over areas 
where crops were in an advanced 
tUige, resulting In "tremaBdouB 
damage." 

iAngmulr, aasociate director of 
the General Blectrlc research lah- 
oratories at Schenectady, N. Y., 
said careless use of the process 
could produce "violent and heavy 
rainatorms" which might result In 
"floods many miles from where 
the seeding was done." 

"Definite government controls 
are needed," tAngmuir said. 

He added no controls would be 
Inatltuted "as long as the weather 
bureau says that artificial precipi- 
tation cannot be produced by 
cloudseedlng."

Dr. H. H. Laude. college doftart- 
ment of asronomy, agreed witk 
Dr. Painter tbat the injury show- 

ing up in fields in Shawnee, Riley, 
Wabaunsee, Saline, Clay, Chase 
counties and as far aouth as Mar- 
lon County was probably a result 
of the deep dip in tMuperattires 
(he first iNnrt of faat week vben 
temperatures fell to as low as 17 
and 18 degrees in some sections. 
This freeze along witl^ the con- 
tinued lack of moisture probably 
acconnts for tbe condition, 

"The only way to find out 
whether tbe damage la from green 
buga," said Dr. Painter, "is to go. 
into the wheat and examine the 
plants carefully. If green bugs 
a,re not found in tlia Wmm wrts of 
the plants and in the curls of the 
plant in large aumbers, the injury 
probably Is not from green bugs. 

"Spraying is not recommended 
unless a number of aphids are 
found on each leaf. 

"Of course, every field Is a dif- 
ferent proposition. Tbe Important 
thing now is to make sure that 
there are green bugs before spray- 
ing. There are green hugs in this 
section of Kansa.^ and If they are 
found in damaging numbers, then 
spraying la in order. Necessarily, 
if the Injury Is coming from green 
bugs there will be many more 
green bugs In tbe Injured than in j 
the uninjured aeetloaa of the | 
fields."

Dr. Painter pointed out that 
there has been real^amage from 
green bugs reported from the 
southern tier of counties in Kan- 
sas but that at the present time, 
tb» parasites and (redatora, that 
feed on the green bugs' may de- 
crease the damage to wheat. 

In a number of southern Kansas 
counties the green bugs have 
moved from wheat to oat fields, 
where they ^re stunting the tiny 
oat plants the en^meloglst con- 
eluded.

Chicago, Apr. SO — <U.R) — Despite 
b short crop, the nation's farmers 
again this year won't have enough 
box cars to move tlielr wheat as 
fast as they want to, a representa- 
tive of tbe Association of American 
railroads eald today. 

Ralph E. Clark, manager of the 
AAR'a "closed car leettou," aald 
there was no Immediate solution 
to the farmers' problem. He said 
tt waa th« prtes ttttf iMid to yay 
for pf^CfUM. 

Combines, be said, have ibaved 
the harvest period down to about 
id days. It used to be three or 
four iDOtttba, be aaid. The longer 
bartaat enabled the railroads to 
get the grain into storage before 
It began piling up on the farms. 

Clark explained that tha rail- 
roads this season have a "double- 
barreled job. In addition to mov- 
ing tbe new winter crop of an es- 
tlmated 768,000,000 buabela, be 
Hald the railroads first must move 
grain held In storage from last 
fv^t crop. Much of it is on gov- 
emmaat loifla that expire April 
SO.

Since returning from the trip, 
Dr. Smith said reports of green 
bftgt areuhd Uaithiittan bava been 
received.

In all 
cases so far the spots In the wheat 
fields were cauiSed by freeMitg and 
drought.

' Move Houses 

Some residents were moving 
their houses to safe ground. But 
they complained they'd never find 
a scenic site like Coxcomb hlll. 

"My family used to en joy watch- 
ing the hundreds of fishing boats 
in the Columbia river during the 
salmon &mW," said Franels Rob- 
inson. 

John H. Claussen said, "We 
could see 15 miles of tha rlv^ on 
clear days."

Tbe dcvarttnient of "do- 
mestic art" became xlothlqg and teKlUa; and bonui 
are became applied art. 

Dean Thompeon conducted reseandi bersetf and 
meonraged It in other, of the italt. and fa 1981-28 
a Bureau of R M w a ge h in bmae eeowiBries mm 
organized. 

One of the ekfef llems of progreas at this time 

was the appropriation obtained for the construc- 
tion of the cafeteria. This baildlng was occupied 
In November of ISlS, wlt|i facllttlee for cafeteria, 
tearoom, luncheon, dinner, and banquet service. 

Dean Thompson resigned June 30, 1923 to head 
the home economic work in the University of 
CMlfomla. AAo^er Tale PhD. Dr. Margaret K. 
.Tustin was chosen to succeed Dean ThompiHl Mid 
entered upon her dutlra July 1. 1923. 

The fonr deiwrtmenta exleting In the home 
eeonomlee division In 1928 were enlarged to six 
by dlvldias the department of household economirn 
into two: InsUtnttonal management, and child wel- 
fare and entbtttfcfl. 

The growth of home economics work soon 
rendered Kedzie hall inadequate. In 1907 $7.0.000 
bad boMi approiHlated for eonstmMion of a new 
home economics building which was completed and 
occupied in 192& and waa named Calvin Hall. 

The annual event of the division of home eco- 
nomies was Inaugurated April 27, 19 S2 and at that 
time was designated "Open House." In lfl37 the 
name of this project was changed to "Hospitality 

Dnfs.*' ■■■

KS WIN Conduct 
Irrigalioo Project 

Three Kansas State faculty 
members returned last week from 
SaUaa where th^ have saloeted 
an Irrigation experiment farm. 

The purpose of this farm Is to 
demonstrate the advantages of ir- 
rigation and encourage its use 
among the farmers of the Kanopo 
lis dam region. This dam, hear 
Ellsworth, was recently completed 
as s part of the Missouri Talley 
development plan. 

"Now that they have tbe water, 
we are trying to show what can be 
done with irrigation and how the 
farms can be improved by it," ez 
plained Prof. F. C. Fenton of ag 
ricultural englnMring, who made 
tbe trip. 

The Harold Malm farm near 
Lindsborg was chosen for this ex- 
periment by the committee. The 
irrigation efforts on this farm will 
be concentrated in 60 acres with 
experiments on wheat, corn and 
alfalfa. 

Assisting with tbe irrigation ex- 
periment are representatives of the 
Bureau of Reclamation and Soil 
Conservation service. 

In addition to Professor Fenton, 
John M. Ferguson, professor ot 
agrtonltnral engineering, and Har- 
old Meyer made the trip.

Of Training Program 

Teachers studying under tiie Q. 
I. bill during the summer may be 
able to hold their 9-months teach- 
ing jobs and remain eligible for 
Q. I. payments after July 25, 1951. 

Wendell Kerr, Kansas State 
veteran'^' service officer, reported 
today that "contlnuoua tralnlug" 
now la Interpreted by Veterans 
Administrations offiriab at Wich- 
ita to mean as few as "two hours 
a semester." 

A recent regulation stated that 
a veteran to be eligible tor V. A. 
education payments mast begin 
hlB training by or before July 25, 
19&1, and "remain in continuous 
training." At first, it was thought 
this would eliminate those who 
studied only during summers. 

ViMchaps To Benefit 

TTnder the Wichita VA inter- 
pretation, a person (such as n 
K-State Instructor) could remain 

on the faculty and meet the con- 
tinuous training regulation by 
taking two or more hours a temea- 
ter "toward his advanced degree.'* 
Elementary and secondary teach- 
ers presumably could remain in 
continuous training by taking 
correspondence courses. 

Once a veteran completes or 
discontinues a course after July 

26, 19 SI, he may not re<«nter 
training , Kerr said. However, 
completing a bachelor's or mas- 
ter's degree, he explained. Is noi 
considered com iile ting training 
for a person wlio wants to con- 
tinue worh townrd tho Ph. D. 
degree. 

Nearly all training under the 
G.T. bill must be completed by 
July 26, 195$. Exceptions Kerr 
mentioned are persons who en- 
tered service under the Voluntary 
Becrultment act ot 184fi and oth- 
ers who waited to he admitted to 
medical or dental f:( liools.

has led the College through seven years of 
progreBH which mark him as a leader to be 
remembered. 

He has been instrumental in starting the 
splendid buthling program which Is now in 
progress. Through his efforts such build- 
ings as tlie fleldhouse, women's dormitory 
and the classrooms building are now under 
(construction. He has also outlined a pro- 
gram for tlio next six years, of which a two- 
inillioji dollar Student union is a part. 

FresidenL Eisenhower came to this cam- 
pus during the trying times of the war. He 
saw the school through a record low in en- 
rollment and then had the foresight to see 
the influx of veterans which would descend 
upon the campus after the war was oyer. 
He started planning and providing for the 
record high enrollnipnt long before it was 
herr. Kansas State got through these hectic 
years quiLe smootlily in comparisou with 
other schools. 

The President was a pioneer in the cru- 
sade for general education. Tlie compre- 
hensive courses have been one of his proj- 
ects in the movement amiy from over-spe- 
cialisation. Many other curriculum changes 
liave come about through his guidance. 

Under tiie present administration stu- 
dents have become more and more eeU- 
govemtng.

Kansas State has received world wide 
puUieity through Elsenhower^s work with 
UNESCO in which he established an out-r 
standing record.

One could go on and on about the achieve- 
ments accomplished by the President. But 
one thing is sure, that anyone who is or has 
been affiliated with Kansas State will be 
forever grateful to President Eisenhower 
for the progress he has brought to this 
campus. . — d.h.

Seek To Averf 'Phone Strike

New York, Apr 25^U.R) — Government mediators 
worked agaliwt the clock today to avert a coast- 
to-coast Btrlke that would tt« up tha Mttlon'a tele- 
phone tiystom tomorrow. 

The outlook for settling the dilute before the 
strike trace deadline at midnight was dark. Some 
11,000 instnllatioii workers, already on strike in 
43 states, threatened to put out strong picket llneB 
and to "Jam" long-^Hatance service by- 6 a.-m. to- 
morrow. 

Federal mediators reported no prosrfaa in nego- 
tiation sessions hetwaen the American Telephone 
and Ttfagmph system and the Long Lines Division 
of Communications Workers of America (CIO). 
With more than 200,000 telephone workers poised 
to Join tlu atrikliic 11,000 Weotam BlaetHc in- 
stallers, the matfislora called new negotiation con- 
ferences on wage contract demands between key 
groups hare this morning, 

A a&Mnl strike would limit iMf-dtatance calls 
to an emergency basis. Local service, handled by 
automatic dial system, presumably would not be 
atlaatad linmadiataly. Nor would radio, television 
or prtM aasociation wires service be disrupted no- 
tlceatty. Such operations continued on a normal 
Iwaia dnrtof the nationwide strike In 1047.

Dietitians are in demand. A 
thousand new dietitians are needed 
yearly to replace those who leave 
becanse of marriage or other rea- 
sons, but not nearly that number 
prepare annually to enter the field, 
according to the U. S. Department 
of Labor's Women's bureau which 
has just completed a study In co- 
operation with the American Diet- 
etic AsEOciation. 

In 1949 the Army reports al- 
moet 100 budgeted positions un- 
filled and many hospitals through- 
out the country reported difficul- 
ty te ratidnlttK well trained diett- 
tlansior their foods services. 

?few KxpHnsion 

Future expansion in the hospital 
field wltl result in further need for 
dietetic services. For instance, the 
director of dietetics for the Veter- 
asa* Administration exitected her 
force of 728 dleUtlons in 1949 to 
increase to- 1,800 In 1954 fo serve 
the additional patients expected. 
The Hospital Survey and Construc- 
tion Act of 1046, which assisto 
communities financially in build- 
ing hospitals, the rising populari- 
ty of hospital insurance, the grow- 
ing population, aud the increasing 
number of people 65 years of age 
or -more, expected to reach 17 
mllUon in 1975, all tend to in- 
crease the demand for dtatf^a. 

The various possibilltioK and the 
good opportunity for advancement 
in the field of dietetics make it an 
attractive one. Most dietitians 
work in hospitals supervising the 
food services for patients and the 
staff or teach nutrition to student 
nurses, medical or dental students, 
and dietetic Interna. 

Others are employed in institu- 
tions for the aged, in children's 
corrective Inatltntions or camps, 
college residence halls, school 
lunch programs, hotels, restaur- 
ants, and industrial cafeterias. 
Some are consultants in food com- 
panies; others write for news- 
papers or magazines or condl|Ct 
radio or television programs. 

RefiuircniontM for Job 
Preparation for a career In diet- 
etics includes graduation from a 
home economics department ot an 
accredited college with a major in 
foods and nutrition. A year's in- 
temshlp Is also required. This

may be In an approved course in « 
hospital or' In an approved ap- 
prentice program in a restaurant 
to learn the sklUa ot food service 
superrlsloh, such aa food purchas- 
Ing, scheduling the time of food 
workers, and figuring unit costs. 

Membenbip In the Amerlct 
Dietetic Association is an asset es- 
pecially for hospital dietitians. 
The American Colletfe of Surgeons, 
fer InataQ^, requires that the food 
servteea In hospitals which It ap- 
proves be administered by a mem- 
ber of the Association. A potential 
dletlttan ahould be informed about 
the undergraduate and intern re- 
quirements for ADA member^p. 

A nation-wide survey made by 
the Bureau of f^abor Statistics in 
1949 indicated that most dietitians 
received from S2,S00 to $3,S00 a 
year. In many instances with room 
and /or mAls In addition. Heads 
of school cafeteria systems were 
paid from 8S.S60 to 16,125 In 
1948; 4«pendlna npen the alia; ot 
the aa^ool system. 

Men in Demand 

Although' most dietitians are** 
woitnen, men are much in demand 
in this field as food adminlatratora. 
Most of the men have taken poet- 
graduate work in restaurant or 
hotel management or adminiatra- 
tlon and entered the field from 
that sovree.

The newly-appointed pfesldent 
■waa the ninth iier-son to hfcijiiu; 
the chief executive of the College. 
Prevtoatly a Methodist and a Pres- 
hyteriau tuiiiist'T, i)r()fv's:J<)r,s of 
English litejaiure, political econ- 
omy, and physics and three. deane 
of agriciiltnro held the of rice. 

President iiisenhower, brother 
Of the famous General Dwlght D. 
Kifjcrituiwrr. is a iKitivt? Kansan. 
He was liorn in Abilene In Sep- 
tember, 189f», and was educated 
in the iiublic scIiooIh of Lliat city. 
His acLiviliea at Kansas State be- 
Kan in 1918 when he eulei cd the 
College as a member ol the Stu- 
dent Army Training corps. In 
1924 lie was ^radnatt-d wilh a de- 
gree in iiidiibt I'ial jouruaiisiii. 

On Sei)tenibf;r 30. 1943, a mem- 
orable date in Kaii»aH State his- 
tory, he was inaugurated as the 
official president In tbe College 
Attditorinm. 

Wwted Ume Ttiac 
Sbortly after be became the 
chief exeetittve, President Bisen- 

hower' wasted no time In promot- 
ing the College. A special assem- 
bly was called in December. 1943, 
which iiiaikt'd tlie beginning Of A 
rampaign to Inspire College stu- 
dents to recruit high school stu- 
<lentH to come to Kansas State. He 
ciicuu raged tlie »ltidenls lo become 
more fatnlllar witli the College by 
declaring "before you can sell 
your school to'lltgh school seniors, 
yuu uiUHt be famiHar with your 
own Cuilcge.*' 

Karly in 1944, a proposed plan 
for governiiii'nt financed poat-war 
education of veterans of World 
War II called the President to a 
WaHhlnglnn. U. (!,, conrereiice. As 
a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the aasoctatlon of Land 
flraiit CoIIiv:.'.!'-: and I'lii Vf'ruil ie;^, 
he niet with boinu 2U ofi'ieials of 
educational a8aoci|ations to pro- 
vide for I hi' I'd neat Ion and I rain- 
ing ot nieml>urs of the unned ser- 
vUes and merchant marine after 
their discharge from or conclusion 
of service. 

The K-S title official was popn- 1 
lar as a speaker at meetings and 
rallies dvjrtng the war. Addreas- 
iir:; >i-vrral thousand proplf at a 
patriotic rally held in Kansas City 
in 1944, he said "the great task 
foi' yon and me is to formulate a 
down-to-earth program based up- 
on all relevant evidence, make cer- 
tain that the prof;rani is well un- 
derstood and consistent with our 
ideals, and then roll up our sleeves 
and go lo work,*' 

As an educator, too, Preside;! L 
Khenhmver'la Uttoially and in- 
ternationally recognized. A world- 
wide eommuntcatton system must 
he comltiiied with a system of fdu- 
catlou which develops minds that 
think cooperatively and wisely if 
we an' to have world peace, he 
declared at an Honor Day address 
at the Unlveratty of Nebraska in 
1944. 

"A lew diplomats, exchanged 
among nations cannot guarantee 
world understanding or world 
peace" be said. The President 
emphasised that schools must de- 
velop mlnda tbat can thUik co- 
operatively and wisely. Hence the 
development of a school system 
that does this is an esaeutial part 
of our proiram. 

Along (he educational line. 
President Eisenhower indicated 
that our schools have been con- 
cerned too much with the dis- 
semination of information and too 
little with the development of wis- 
dom. Either we must learn to edu> 
cate people to act wisely and tol- 
erantly In determining events and 
institutions or ve shall conttone 
to train them to disagree and trust 
superficial appeasements.

Kansas State's President Speaks 

Dear students: 

Marvin Hammer tells me that f u^^y*a Collegian will 
feat urn a review of the ])ast seven years at Kanm» State, 
and asks that 1 comment briefly. 

Looking back, 1 realize how tremendously exciting those 
seven years liave been. When I first came to tbe campus, 
military songs dominated student life, even very early in 
the morning: a unit of the air corps served as my family's 
alarm clock, for it jiassed the residence at exactly 6:45 eacli 
morning, ringing "Good morning to you!'* 

It waa quiet when the soldiers left, and we had only 1,350 
sti]dents. but we began working feverislily to get tho tem- 
porary housing, classrooms, laboratories and so on which 
we knew would be needed when the G.L's began hurrying 
back to t^mplete their education » 

Later, what a scramble we had, every moment, tryin;; to 
get facilities and t o hire teachers in tempo with the rapidly 
increasing enrollments — only to find that teacher after 
teacher couldn't find places to live! 

Somehow we pulIM through — the sides of building bulg- 
ing, student and faculty patience constantly reaching i|ew 
heights. 

Somehow, too, the faculty found time to study ail itp 
offerings, to revise every curriculum on the bill, to offer 
new ones, and^ to give greater stress to general education 
witliout sacrifice of quality In any field of specialization 
Tlie legislature and the Regents approved increases in fac- 
ulty salaries of some 75 percent; students assumed more 
and more responsibilities, especially for their own extra- 
curricular affairs; the legislature provided funds for the 
largest building program in the history of the College — a 
program whicli must be continued for at least the next six 
years; testing and counseling were inaugurated and became 
part of the College routine; friends helped establish an 
Endowment association which thus far has brought three- 
quarters of a million dollars of private resources to the Col- 
lege; an Institute of Citizenship was established; veterans 
proved to the world that they could be — and were — the best 
students our universities and colleges ever had; research 
and extension literally doubled their services to the people 
of the State. 

Now, there is a sort of common denominator to all this: 
it is expressed in the words "co-operation." Certainly the 
thing that impresses me most about the past seven years is 
the co-operation tlie administration of the Collef^e has re- 
ceived from l;inn, in(iustrial, and women's organizations 
throughout the State, and from Llie students and faculty on 
the campus. Literally hundreds of organizations and thou- 
sands of individuals have helped interpret the needs of the 
College to the peo'.ile, and this in turn has been reflected in 
the helpful attiLuiic of the Kansas Icgislanire. 

I have said over and over again that a public educational 
institution will be about what the people want It to be. All 
I have ever asked is that the people consider accurate evi- 
c'ence and base their jnd.up.ionis on that evidence, rather 
than oil hearsay or prejudice. For it is c lear that tlu; value 
of research and education to the people generally is so great, 
that if they truly understand the evidence they will support 
witli great generosity a program that will give due service 
to all the pojtle. includinr; students on campus. 

One of the best ways lor students to help the College is, 
first, to uiulcrstand it in all its ramifications— not just in 
a single part^nd, second, to interpret its work, achieve- 
ments, failures, and needs to the folks In their home com- 
munities. 

The next seven years at K:-State no doubt will be as thrill- 
ing a% the past seven. But it's difficult to conceive that they 
could be more so.

Early in 1946 President Eisen- 
hower announced the faculty a- 
doption of the new College-wide 
program designed to secure sound' 
training for citizenship and lite in 
general while keeping to a high 
standard of sclenUfie and protea- 
sioual training.

Rmnors were flying around the 
campus during this time to the ef- 
fect that President Elsenhower 
would be offered the position ot 
chancellor at the University of 
Nebraska.

Soccesstul Bid 
Another eiiceessful bid made by 

the President in 194G for the 
training of young men and women 
was the outlining of a four year 
tiMTiculum in citizenship. This 
wi;s the first of its kind estab- 
Iis;hed in the United States. Ha 
noted too that such a curriculum 
would train students tor teaehinff 
good citizen. ship in seeond&ry edit* 
catlonal iustitutious. 

In June of tbe same year Elsen- 
htjv.'cr announced the appoint- 
ment of Prof. R. I. Throckmorton 
as dean of the School ot Agricul- 
ture and Dr. P. I^. Galney as head 
ot the Department of Bacterology. 

A new academic calendar sys- 
tem waa announced by the Presi- 
dent for the tall semester of 1948. 
This enabled' students to coniplcte 
four years* ot work in three years 
time. 

A new prioi ity system W88 an 
dopted at this time for admitting 
undergraduate students to Kan- 

sa"? State, This was esta1)li9hed to 
meet the rush of ex-service men 
and women, and as housing facili- 
ties were available for only part 
of the thousands of students seek- 
ing admission, the priority system 
was Imperative. Preference waa 
granted first to Kansas veterafis 
and Kansas high school graduate's; 
secondly, students who attended 
K-State under military programs; 
the third preference were the sons 
and daughters of alumni living 
out ot state; applicants In nelgh- 
borius are.v,s with bisb srbalar- 
.ships were considered to be tho 
fourth and final group. 

"The starting of this school 
year of 1{>48 Is a tough year for 
Kaiisias Stato" Presldeui Eiseu- 
hower declared as he outlined the 
"State of the College" at convoca- 
tion ceromonk's that year. "Facili- 
ilm for the huge number of stu- 
dents now enrolled are lactdng, 
thore is a '^'lortajje of teachers, a 
shortage or housing, and a short- 
age of eating places" he said.

■ Another butldlngr badly needed 
,^^i''was mentioned in. the President's 
f\ hleniHiil budget message of 1946. 
This was a permanent CoUese hos- 
pital. He pointed out the j;ossibil- 
itlea of the serious emergency 
Kansas Stale students would face 
if a permautiut hospital is not con- 
structed at the earliest possible 
tini^?. The Pr'^sidcnt siild that less 
than one-haU' of the needed hos- 
pital facilities were available. 

Probably the f^rcaleyt news in 
the history of the College Si it the 
campus on April 11, 1917 when 
the state legislr.ture s; rani rid the 
school alnioHt uiipnH;( df nted ap- 
propoitloiis 10 handle the greatest 
enrollment in the school's history. 
The appropriations pertuitted coii-

Apprupriations for 194S includ- 
ed $2,176,000 for college opera- 
tions ami :?:i'h;j r»u roi- conslruc- 
tion. In iii-i'd, Lhe umuuuL of $2,- 
261,000 was appropriated for op- 
erations and $500,000 for con- 
struction. It w«s pointed out by 
i^ht; President that the piaus tar 
the Kansas State building program 
would cost one-half as much as all 
the biiildiiu^-; ioiistMii;ted at the 
College in the past 84 years. 

Around this same time, R. A. 
Seaton, deun of the Sciiool of Kn- 
giueering aud Architecture, was 
appointed by the President to ex- 
pedite the construction of all new 
permanent buildings at the Col- 
lege. 

The work will mOTe along as 
rapidly as possible on the small 
Animal research building, the three 
home management honRF>R, a field' 
house^ and gymnasium, and two 
residenee bftlte, the Prerident 
said.

To handle the expected record 
euroUment of the 1947-48 school 
year, the President created nearly 
170 ii' W full' time positions on the 
College staff. 

The President announced that 
ICansaK Slate has accepted an In- 
vitation to become one of the 21!

In October 1947, a special sub- 
coiiiniil ^ f-r; was appointed fo in- 
vestigate the gonei'al cduciUioii 
program for the College. A new 
rnrriciiluni In general education 
resulted in 1948. 

At an ail-college assembly dur- 
ing the latter part of the same 
year, the President delh-ered his 
annual leport on the "Stale of ih. 
College." He gave details on tem- 
porary houeing aud building plans 
for the Collf,.;e. Wiih u piTHonal 
promise he added that when it 
comes lime tp demolishing teni- 
porai'j* housing, students can he 
certain that "SpJlnterville" will 
be the first to go. 

He t)ointed oat that ainouR the 
buiiilings to be started soon, first 
priority will be given to the new 
field house and men's ^^yninasinm. 
Other buildiugs with high priority 
will l>e the new ehitpel, a woman's 
dormitory, a men's dormitory, the 
permanent Student union and a 
new classroom building. 

» In February 19 4S, nil nieetin.irs 
on the campus were cancelled by 
the President until further notice. 
Tliis step was made In an effort to 
conserve the rapidly dwindling 
supplies of gas and oil used by the 
College for heat and lighting. A 
long period of cold weather had 
created a fuel shortage in the mid- 
west. The President warned that 
it may become neoouary to close 
the r allege sbottld addltiOBMl fuel 
tail to arrive. 

Vatly Coltegiaft 

During the latter part of 1948 a 
daily Collegian became a definite 
possibfllty as the Board of Regents 
approved the purchase of a new 
Cox-O-Type printing press. This 
was made poaible by a reeomnien- 
dation to the Board tfw the Presi- 
dent. 

Tbe student activity fund appor- 



tionment for the year 1948-49 was 
approved by the President, Based 
on the total of |;100,000, the money 
was divided among tbe depart- 
tnents whose activities benefit the 
iiuijurity of students. 

Kansas State's hopes for a long 
waited and desperately needed 
field house suffered a severe set- 
back in November 1948, This oc- 

eurred when const ruction bids op- 
ened in To pelt a by a five-man Col- 
lege eonnnittee. Lowest bids were 
nearly |fi 00,000 above the amount 
which had been appropriated for 
bulldlnir the field house. 

More than $9 million was re- 
quested ol' the stilt e lejiislature for 
opera tin,:^ evpeiises in the Presi- 
dent's biennial biid,t;et report of 
1948. These exp'^nses were ffir the 
follow!

Clark and Diversey Boulevard. 
Mezzrow needed a drummer! 
Someone gave him the phone num- 
ber of a kid. who was coming up 
fust but needed ajlittle coaching 
on the side. His name was Gene 
Krupa. 

"Mesi" worked with Krupa and 
taught him the rudiments of South 
Side Jass. which fundamentally 
bi iiiga out the broad range of New 
Orleans tonal variations, so they 
can be played to fit Into a bar- 
mniiir pattern as well as a rhyth- 
mic one. This was the beginning 
for Krupa! 

PervaaBimi Not Obuootwas 

Rut, for a good many irears, 
people went around taking the 
rhythm section of an orchestra 
pretty mwch for Rranted. The 
reeds, the strings, the brass — all 
of them got a healthy share of ad- 
nuration. A clever phrase here, a

Woodworking Shop Is Ablaze with Color As Efieds of Tinted Machinery Are Tried

A colorful butterfly has emerged 
from its drab cocoon! The ma- 
chine shop ia no longer the dull 
and dirty place it used to be. In 
fact, It is probably the most color- 
ful place on the eampns. 

One has only to look at the 
rows of coot freen maehltiery 
primmed in ivory and orange 
against a contrasting lime green 
nail to realise this. Color dynam- 
ics have come to Kansas State! 

1*0 many, color dynamics may 
be a new term; to those in indus- 
try, it 13 a revolutionary experi- 
ment. Although its principles 
have been used for some time by 
Interior decorators, iddustrta lists 
have been slow to apply it to their 
faotorlM. 

HllUods have been spent on time 
and motion studies to minimise 
body fatigue, but up to now, ex- 
cept in the field of Ulumioatlon, 
yn^tlei^ no^&V ^s been spent 
to save workers eye fatlgite. 

Even Raises Morale 

Color dynamics is the use of 
eolojr in Industnr on machinery and 
walls to develop efficiency and 
raise morale through visual aid. 

The Shop Braottee Department 
of Kansas tSate bas done a great 
deal of work iu the field of color. 
According to J. J. Smalts, asso- 
eiatad professor of shop practice, 
their «iperiments began about a 
year and a half ago as a part of 
a project of the safety elasa.

applied what they had learned on 
blank plans, the best of which 

was rho^^pn for actual BSe on 
pieces u£ machinery. 

The color trend caught' on and 
soon requests came from all over 
the department for more machin- 
ery to be painted. LMt summer 
the transfoimatloa began i n 
earnest. 

ScieBtiffle RcaaoiiiB4t ^ied 

When the wood shop had a new 
floor put in, all the machinery got 
a new coat of forest green before 
It was put back. A trim of orange 
and buff was added and the walls 
were done In a two4one ffwa of 
lime and forest. Electrlei^ out- 
lets were painted blue. 

Contrary to the belief of many 
who went through the shop during 
Open House, a painter did not just 
paint according to his taste in 
color. There is a scientific reason 
behind every bit of it. 

The scientific iisp of color is 
based on principles similar to 
camouflage btit uMd in the oppo- 
site way. Instead of being used to 
mislead and hide, colo^ Is used 
to highlight, reveal, emphasise and 
utilised. 

Hevkfi Level of Nature 

Basically color dynamics seetcs 
to give manmade surroundings 
the color harmony found in nature. 
The first Job of color In Its ap- 
plication to machinery in to sepa- 
rate the critical from the non- 
erttteal parts; to give a eleu* con- 
traat batwaea the aiaehlna ttsalf 



and the material being worked on. 
Another Job Of color is to elimi- 
nate glare. 

In the wood shop the machines 
were painted green because it is 
the moat relaxing and soothing 
color on the human eye. A two- 
tone wall was chosen tor laferai 
reasons. 

The darker lower portion was 
need to tilminate eye strain from 

too great a rontraat from the ma- 
chinery worked with. The lighter 
upper portion was chosen because 
it made the room lighter and 
seemed to push back the walls, 

Vtf Standardiird Oilmni 

All njiovable parts of machinery 
ahd guards are painted a bright 
orange. This sharp contrast serves 
to want the worker of a danger. In 
places where contrast is needed 
but no danger Is Involved, a bnff 
is used. 

Handles of machine and table 
tops are of this eelor. The ean- 
trast makes them easy to find and 
their light color serves to Illumi- 
nate to obfect being worked on. 

All of thifi Is a part of the code 
being set up by color anglaeers 
to standardise the nsa of eolw in 
industry. 

In the machine shop where this 
project began, the most striking 
Job of color is found. Much of 
the coloring is similar to that in 
the wood sliop, however, It may 
have a slightly different meaning 
as atantordiiattoil has not baan 
aehlaved yet, SssalU esplalaad. 



Here, orange warns operators of 
levers that are not to be shifted 
while the machine Is in motion. 
Lavender tells workers where the 
collant lines ar(?. Theso lines hold 
a mixture of oil and water which 
runs over the matarlal as It Is 
cut and prohinss tka life of the 
machine. 

Diagonal black and yeuow lities 
warn of an obstruction, a moving 
part not necessarily dangerous. 
Air lines are a macbine gray and 
water lines are a different shade 
of green. Openings tor oil are 
jetl6w and red represents fire 
fighting equipment. White lines 
marke the traffic routes through 
the shop. 

In addition to rolor, decals with 
letters and numbers on them label 
air, water and electric lines as 
well as where various types of 
grease and oU should be used on 
maehlnary. 

Result Is Improved I*rodoctlon 

'.'There Is not much standardisa- 
tion on pipe and line color. We 
are trying now to get it standard- 
ized throughout the college," ex- 
plained Smalts. 

The henpfits of color in indus- 
try are great. In addition to their 
pleasing appearance and Impres- 
sion on visitors, statistics prove 
color dynamics cut absenteeism 
and Injury rate, stlmntata a clean- 
er and more orderly shop, and de- 
crease eye strain and mental fa- 
tlgne. The natural molt oC this 
Is Improved prodmotton. . 



The man who has directed edu- 
cational and building policies of

Naval Operations Chief Asks Congress 
For Authority to Build New-Type Subs

Washington, April 25— (U.R) — 

Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, asked congres- 
sional authority today to build fonr 
new-type submarines tncludinsone 
powered by atomic energy. ' 

The atomio-drtven suhmarlne 

will cost 140,000,000, Sherman 
told the House Armed Services 
committee. 

He said three other experimental 
types will be built at a combined 
cost of ISO.OOO.OOO. 

The radical new submarines 
would be part of a 1335,000,000 
building and conversion program 
for which Sherman said he will ask 
funds in the budget for fiscal 19S2. 

"I would be happy to start work 
on every item in this bill tomor- 
row," Sherman said. 

Babe (tatltned 

Sherman outlined these other 
three atomic-age submarines in tbe 
navy construction plan: 

1. A 2S0-tott submarine to cost 
$3,000,000. This is about one- 
tenth tbe size of normal subma- 
rines. It is somewhat bigger than 
the Japanese two-man anhmerslble 
such as the one that was captured 
at Pearl Harbor Dec. 7,1941. 

2. A "target and experimental" 
suhmarlne, displacing 1,100 tons, 
to cost $10,000,000. Sherman gave 
no details of its design or function. 

3. A 2,200-ton experimental sub 
with "closed cycle" power plant ot 
a new type too secret to discuss in 
open seaalon. It would cost $37,- 
000,000. 

Conversion Program 

In addition, the program calls 
for conversion of a number of ex- 
isting submarines to snorkel types 
— the kind that can breathe under 
water, through a German-develop- 
ed tube to the surface, 

H provides for conversion ot one 
cruiser to a launching platform for 
guided missiles. It coven moderni- 
zation of QiiB carrier. 



All told, 112 vessels would be 
built^ — most of them small or 
auxllllary types — at a total cost ot 
$12»,»00,000. The rest of the total 
outlay would go Into conversions. 

Sherman said the building plans 
are part of top-priority effort to 
modernise its fleet to meet chang- 
ing world conditions. 

In response to questions, he said 
the RnsslAis are knovn to have 

more than 270 submarines of all 
classes. He said he does not know 
how many of these am the latest 
snorkel types. 

Gould Htart Non- 
Sherman shld the Navy could 
start work on the new tyi)e sub- 
marines "tomorrow." But, under 
prwent defense department plans, 
money for such work would not be- 
come available until July 1, 1951 
— the start of fiscal 1952. It is 
known, that experimental work on 
nuelehr englnee has been under 
way, for some time. 

Sherman spoke from a state- 
ment labeled ''classified" and de- 
leted as necessary. It was report- 
ed that ionie information origin- 
ally plumed for public ralease 
was put on the clasetfled Ust at 
the last moment. 

Sherman testified on a bill by 
committee chairman Carl Vinson, 
D. Oa., to let tbe navy start its 
first real post-war building pro- 
gram. Some ships now are on tbe 
ways but most are conreattonal 
types. 

Vinson, in introducing his bill, 
said the present fleet Is a relic of 
a by-gone age. He said it must be 
brought up to date. Tlie hill would 
authorize a $600,000,009 start on 
this program. 

Beeldee the four radienl new 
submarines, plans call for conver- 
sion ot 10 existing submarines to 
snorkels, converaion of three oth- 
ers to "killer subs,", construction 
of one mine-laying submarine, 
and cpnversion of three mine- 
sweepers to "sweep the latest 
types of mines In shallow water."

Only the best tiiiality yearling 
ewes and mutton type rams of any 
breed will be bought, according to 
ElUng. For this service, tho sheep 
rauchei's pay two cents per head 
plus the regular shipping expeiW- 
es. It will require three or tour 
days to make the purchases and 
two to four days enroute so that 
the shipments can be expected to 
arrive at various points in Kansas 
between May 20 and 2r>.

Warren Brandt has been study- 
ing the proteins contained in the 
blood serum ot chickens, usini? 
groups of chickens composed of 
bbth sexes and various ages, in an 
attempt to determine any varia- 
tions which might occur between 
' the different groups. Brandt's 
thesis is entitled "An Electro- 
phriretic Investigation of the 
Blood Serum Proteins of the Com- 
mon Fowl and of ©ertaln I^- 
brids." 

I'spM lOlfctrophoresIs MethocI 
He lias been using the method 
Qf etee^phcffesis for this study In 
wbfeli an elaet^oal current is 



passed into the solution contain- 
ing the proteins. This current 
causes the various proteins, which 
are electrically charged when in 
solution, to move at different 
rates. Tbas, the faster moving pro- 
teins are separated from the slow- 
er moving ones. The fast moving 
proteins are called albumins, 
while the slow moving ones are 
called globulins. He has worked 
with both chickens and pheasants 
on this phase of his research. 

Htndied Newcastle DUeaHe 
In btK study be is also dealing 
with chickens that have active 
Newcastle disease. "Chickens in 
advanced stages of this disease 
possessed greater amounts of the 
globulin fraction than did normal 
healthy chickens," stated Brandt. 
"This result was expected due to 
the tact that the globnltn traction 
Is known to be associated with di- 
a«aw and immunity to disease. A 
froap of chickens, however, which 
had been vaccinated agaiust the 
disease gave serums similar to 
those obtained from irarmal Sick- 
ens," 

Brandt graduated from high 
school in 19S7 at Hoxle, Kansas.

l*re»« executives. 

The review Bliowed tliat the 
United Press in the past year haH 
had a iK't Kaln of 142 clients, mak- 
ing a worldwide total of 3,342 
newspapers aad radio stations 
served directly. 

"During the last war,** Baillie' 
rttrallctl, "everybody knew which 
man was ou wliicb side. A cor- 
respondent was part ol the army 
to wllich he wuh asaiKued. The 
army faelUtuled liiii Iravel^i aud 
bis eommnnlcatioas. 

CMwespondHits Bm IUhIc 

"Now many nf our correRiiond- 
unla are functioning In countries 
which B.T6 hostile to the represen- 
tatives of a free press. They run 
tlie risk of eximlKion and arrest. 
TlieHf! men, operating under threat 
of the displeasure of the govern- 
ment, must rely on their own good 
judKnicnt and common-sense to 
gudie them iu their dally work. 

"In this country, too, reporters 
and cdlLorH hear greater reaponsii- 
hiiities. Much of today's news is 
loaded with Ideological ginipow- 
der. Newsmen roust be discern- 
ing, alert to balance stories pre- 
senting one side ot an Issue, by 
giving the opposing view an op- 
port unity to be heard. 

"The world's clashing ideologies 
aud beliefs are in daily conflict, 
seeking outlets for their various 
vicwpoiiita. This wai' of idi'as is 
news. Dispatches covering poli- 
tics, business, labor, international 
arfiiir-s all reflect it. 

"Our responsibility iu to report 
these developments accurately, 
fuirly and iniiJiuilally. In thi^sp 
times a free inem and radio can 
jierform no greater service than 
to renew every day its endeavor 
to deliver the complex news of 
till' world clearly, completely and 
objectively." 

Hpecial ClIciitM 

In addition to the U.P world- 
wide clientele served dliccLly, Ihc 
annual review listed 260 special 
clients and more than 7i ships at 
«ea which received TT.P. dispatches 
through a subtsidiary, the ocean 
press. Omitted from the count 
M'f'ro clienis willi who in conlrat'ts 
have been signed to iilarl al a fu- 
ture date and the many news- 
papers abroad which receive U.P.

Listenen' Queries 
On Radio Program 

Explains Activities i 
Connected With 
K-Slote Cominit 

In a radio talk tdday. President 
Milton ii. Blsenhower answered 
questions that have come in from 
listeners In recent weeks. This 
talk was the eighth In a series of 
bruRdacsts over KSAC, in which 
the President discusses bis expert* 
ences at the College. 

Replying to a question concern* ' 
ing military training, Eisenhower 
pointed out that men students were 
required to take two years of mili- 
tary training. While taking these 
coursM the men are eiviUans but 
they may earn a commlRRion by 
taking ROTC training at K-State, 
he exi^lalned. 

Adc Abont OonnctI ' 

An tilumnus in western Kansas 
asked If the students stlU main- 
take their own Student Council 
The President stated that they did 
and that In addition a Student 
Planning' committee had been set 
up as a subcommlttM of the Stu- 
dent Council. 

This committee, of about a hun- 
dred men and women students 
meet a number of times during the 
regular College semester and also^ 
for three days at Camp Wood be* 
fore the fiai Minegter opent. IBta* 
enhower said that more than 70 
percent of all the committee's^ 
recommendattont ftwn htm putt 
into effect. 

The President stated that three 
other types of activity in which 
students co-operate or for which 
they are wholly responsible were 
the International Student Assemb- 
ly .the student UNESCO, and stu- 
dent membership on Ooltogn com- 
mittees. 

Htiideiit I'liited Xatlonm 
The international Student As- 
sembly Is the student United Na- 
tions. K-State was the first in- 
stitution In the country to set 
up a student United Nations. K- 
State was the first institution In 
the country to set up a student 
UNESCO, and the nsily one that 
has a .Student Planning < ommtttee. 
The student UNBBCO replaced the 
International Student Assembly. 

The President explained the 
Kansas State Endowment asHocia- 
tion which was set up in 1946. 
The association is set up to pro- 
vide the best [Jdssilile maimnement 
for private gifts that come to tbe 
College. The gifts are for many 
imrposes which either aren't met 
at all, or are met inadequately, 
by normal College finances. 

Tbe Endowment association bat 
received nearly three-quarters of 
a million dollars in the past four 
ymrs. Nearly 1300,000 has been 
received to help build the faelU- 
tieK at the state 4-H camji. The 
Volker foundation has given f 200,- 
000 for the support of the Insti- 
tute of rittzenship and total gifts 
thus far for the chapel project 
come to about $170,000. Other 
gifU of smaller amounts are for 
scholarships and a great many 
other desirable tbings.« 

Eisenhower stated that be didn't 
believe seniors graduating this te- 
m rater will hava nuch difficulty 
111 getting jobs. "It's true that 
each graduate isn't going to have 
half a dozen different offers made 
to bim. as was the general rule ft 
few years ago, but there is always 
need for educated young men and 
women; and there always will be," 
said the President in answer to a 
liuestion concerning job opportuni- 
ties. 

Next Thursday President Eisen- 
hower will conclude his series oC

Great 
nambers of engineering jobs will 
be available over the next decade 
to the expected substantial f;i"<'wth 
in, employment and to the thou-

year because of deaths, retire- 
ments, and other losses from the 
vrDle«s!on. 

In the next couple of years, how- 
ever, new engineering graduates 
•re Ukely to tneet shuiily Ificreafr* 
Ing competition for employment. 
Many members ot the record- 
brewing' elaas of tdfl-BO and of 
the somewbat smaller classes ex- 
pected In the next year or two may 
be unable to find professional en- 
gineering poaltlons Immediately, 
although their training should 
belp them get administrative, 
sales, or other technical positions. 

Competition Reduced 
Students who will graduate 
from engineering sebools after the 
joezt few years — those who are 
now at the beginning of their pro- 
fessional training or still in high 
echool — are likely to have better 
employment prospects. By the 
time they leave school comiietition 
for engineering positions should 
be much redneed. nnlest many 
graduates of the next few years 
who do not get engineering em> 
ployment Immediate^, oiuitttine to 
seek such work. 

Even in the next few years, 
the employment situation will vary 
among the different branches of 
the profession. In all branches, 
there is likely to be a continuing 
dQjnand for men with special ablli- 
tfes of training In snch work as 
research and design. In the past, 
even in times of depressed indus- 
trial aetlTtty, tbe efigtnen- who 



was at or near the top in ahllity 
had little tr^Me -iii obtaining or 
keeping a job. 

Engineering graduates of the 
next few years who are unable to 
get engineering jobs may adjnst 
to the situation in several ways. 
Some will find that their engi- 
neering education has helped to 
qualify them for administrative, 
sales, or other technical jobs. 
Ot lifers may remain iu school and 
obtain postgraduate degrees in en- 
gineering to improve their ehances 
for employment. Still others may 
take additional traiuing ot other 
types, built upon the foundation 
o'f their engineering education, to 
help them find employmeQt in 
other oeevpatfoni. 



Those who seek immediate em- 
ployment in non-engineering occu- 
pations wUl find that thetr oppor- 
tunlties are Improved by the grow- 
ing belief on the part of employers 
that engineering education is a 
good background for many non- 
engineering Jobs. On the other 
hand their chances of finding other 
employment will be limited by in- 
tensified competition for entrance 
Jobs in many f if Ids over the next 
few years, resulting from the post- 
war boom In college enrollments. 

College freshmen and those who 
plan to enter engineering school 
In the future would be well ad- 
vised to get the best possible train- 
ing. The minimum educational 
requirements are being raised 
gradually and the proportion of 
engineers with advanced degrees, 
though scall. Is increasing. Thu 
would-be engineer should endeav- 
or to get the best possible record 
of achievemt'Tit in his studies and 
to broaden bis training as much 
as possible. 1i*nrthennore, nany 
employers emphasize the extra* 
curricular college record of pros* 
peettve employees.

Eligible for VA Pay 
In Few Special Cases 

Wartime veterans in nonservice- 
connected eases may collect a pen- 
sion from the Veterans administra- 
tion under certain conditions, even 
thottgb they are already drawing 
one from the company wkwe tbey 
used to work. 

Officials of the WletalU Veter- 
ans Administration Regional Of- 
fice said today that the veteran 
uvat keep in mind that to receive 
ia fan^on from the Veterans Ad- 
mtidatratton for a nonserviee-eon- 
nected disability, be must be per- 
manently and totally disabled, be 
mast have had ninety days of hon- 
orable war service or if less than 
ninety days service, be discharged 
for disability incurred In line of 
duty, and must be unable to fol- 
low a BUbstantfhtly gainful occu- 
pation beeanse of his phjwieat con- 
dition. 

In addittou. VA officials pointed 
out that if the veteran Is unmar- 
ried, he cannot have an Income of 
more than $1,000 a year and be 
elgtble; If be is married, or has 
minor cbildren. his income can- 
not exceed |I,S09 a year. 

If the veteran falls within this 
category, and Is otherwise etglble, 
the pension he's getting from his 
company wouldn't prevent his get- 
ting one from the Veterans Admin- 
latrattiA. »

Communists themselves estimate 
they are- off in membership this 
year )>y about 16 percent from 
their 1949 strength. This decline 
hfis been a contlnnlng process 
since 1945. 

SatirtisetosT Cbwwtli 

Except for a couple of years 
early tn the war, the climate prior 
to 194S was reuonably satisfac- 
tory for the growth Of, the Com- 
munist party and the placing of 
some members or sympathisers In 
government Jobs. 

But In that year began a series 
of .incidents and disappointments 
which by now has aroused a great 
many Americans to the menace of 
a Communist fifth column in the 
United States. 

The Alger Riss case, the New 
York trial of Communist party 
leaders on cl^rges of conspiring 
against the United States and reve- 
lation that the FBI has its own 
agents operating within Commu- 
nist ranks were rocent jblts to the 
party organization. 

Communism got fat here on the 
depression of the 1930'b. Israel 
Amter polled 105,G8I ' votes In 
1938 ruuuing as an avowed Com- 
mnnlst for Representatlve>at- 
Large in New York state. It Is 
estimated that by the end of World 
War II ^ere were upward df 76,- 
000 enrolled Communists In this 
country, perhaps as many as 100,- 
000. That does not include the 
fellow travellers and stooges who 
fronted for the Communists. 

By 194 7, party nieiiilicrship bad 
fallen below 7 5.000, but not pucb. 

FBI Estimate 

Director J. Edgar Hoover re- 
cently gave to a Congressional 
committee the latent FBI estimate 
of Oommunfait membership — 56,- 
000 in 1949. 

Now the Communists themselves 
report a IS percent drop. That 
would leave about 47,006 active 
members. * 

The belated effort by the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
to oust Communists and fellow 
travellers from control of some of 
Its member unions was a hard 
blow. Organized labor Is standing 
so firmly now against the Red

All of this adds up to bad news 
ftfV thtf^e^ffiftniMiits and good news' 
for Americans.

agents of a foreign power — In this 
Instance the Soviet Union. 

Many I>aBgeroiu Rlements 

If there are only 47,000 of them, 
there still are 47.000 potential 
fifth columnlaU in the United 
States, many of whom ha'ni ha^ 
schooled in espionage, sabotage 
and trouble making in generaL 

In its report acknowledging the 
15 percent membership slump, the 
Communist National committee 
revealed a few things which sug- 
gest that the party is vigorously 
alive and kicking Just the same. 

For instance: The party raised 
a ball fund for more than (1,000,- 
000 in less than 10 days after Its 
leaders were convicted in New 
Tork on charfee of conspiracy. 
In two other 1949 fund drives' tt 
raised 11,600,000. 

Of a single pamphlet defending 
the Communists against the con-, 
splracy charge, nearly 6,000,0ii0 
copies were circulated. 

Well Informed officials here do 
not regard thw^ decrease in party 
membership as any kind of _a»» 
su ranee that tho menace of Ameri» 
can Communis in has been satls^ 
faetortly reduced. 

The FBI, for ins^nce, regards 
the Cominunists as a dangerous 
minority. National defense secur- 
ity officers will give, you the same 
estimate of what the Communists 
amount to.

In describing hie reeearch pro- 
cedure, Castoro pointed out that In 
order to determine the relative 
aggresslienass of a pigeon, the' 
Influence of terrltofy had to be 
eliminated. 

Instead of using the usual 
methods to determine aggressive- 
ness In pigeons, Castoro used:' a 
presumably new teehnl<iae eaileS 
the **Combat Oige Method." 

This method used by him con- 
sisted of placing two birds of the 
same sex In a smalt circular cage. 
He found that the males fought 
readily hut the females being less 
prone to fight bad to be sttmnlated 
by competltloni for food. 



The next step In hie , research 
was to place all the males Into- a 
flight sage. la thia oaga the males 
took ap territorlea aimoet lauaed- 

lately. 

It appeared that the high rank- 
ing males took up territories In 
the most favorable position, while 
tbe loweet raakiag blrde .eatab- 
llibed territorial on fbe floor of 
the cage. 

Once the territories appear to be 
firmly established, a single female 
waa Introduced intp the cage. This 
usually eaased a commotion fol- 
lowed by an attempt for all to 
court. ^ 

"There ware many fights be- 
tween the males ttntfl one male 
dominated the situation by driv- 
ing off the rest of the flock," Cas- 
toro stated. "This dominant male 
then, turned his attention to the 
lone female and started hla ,dls- 
play. 

Observe OowMiip 

Once the female reac]ied the 
nest site, prematlng courtship was 
ohsefred bertween the birds, which 
usually consisted of billing, coo- 
ing and preening of the feathers. 
Each of the Temales waa introduced 
singly Into the cage and removed 
after pairing had been noted. 

A tabulation of the pairing by 
each male showed that the moat 
aggreasiva male cX. the fioek anc- 
ceeded In five out of nine cases 
in pairing with the single female.

It i:= estimated that 16,000,000 
former and present policy-holders 
are entitled to the dividend. The 
14.5 00,000 apiili cat Ions received 
to date leave 1,500 policy-holders 
to be aceonnted for; but, of the 
latter figure, about 100,000 rep- 
recent deceased poUcy-bolders, 
with the dividend payments going 
to their beneflAii^tei^ dS^tn^ or 
next of kin.

The Ittseets eanhot sur- 
vive In bins or on premises kept 
clean. They live and feed in waste 
materials such an grain dust, waste 
grain and feed. Cleaning ap bins 
well ahead of harvest is the best 
insurance against the laseets, 
Smith said.

On Social Security 

There la a great deal of mlsuv 
derstandlnr about tiie require- 
ments necessary to Qualify for 
heneCita under the Social Securi- 
W act. according to John H. Cool- 
er, manager of the local social se- 
curity office. Many people have 
Inquired at the Topelta office of 
the social security administration 
as to what they taaye U> 4o to keep 
their social security "in force." 

One worker was concerned be- 
cause he had not engaged In cov- 
ered employment during 1948 and 
1949. He said, "I worked for elev- 
en years under social security and 
now that I am no longer in cov- 
ered anptoyment, I mat to tbow 
what I can do to lieep this in- 
surance from lapsing." He was in- 
formed that becs^use be had 
worked for over ten years and had 
more than forty work quarters, 
hia rlglitB to social secuilty bene- 
fits were .established. 

There were mmy people who 
believed that it was necessary for 
them to work under sootal securi- 
ty each year in order to keep a 
social security account is force. 
Cooler pointed out that it If 
necessary for a ' wage earner"^ to 
work only approximately half, of 
the time on wdrk covered by the 
Social Security act to be fully in- 
sured, and it is not necessary for 
the worker to have engaged 1& 
covered employment each year. 

Questions In regard' to any pro- 
visions of the Social Security act 
pertaining to old-age and survi- 
vors insttlvnce should be taken to 
the nearest field office of the 
social security administration. 
The office for this area is in Room 
234, Post Office bnUdlnSk Topeka, 
Kansas.
